The official announcement that Germany has decide 
to construct powerful fortifications at Kiaochu Bay, the 
important German concession in the southern portion of 
the Shantung Peninsula, is a sharp reminder of the un- 
fortified condition of the Philippines. The German pro- 
ject is sensible and business-like. Having acquired the 
site for a great naval base in the Orient, including a 
splendid harbor, Germany proposes that it shall have 
ample defenses, and im this she is only following the 
course adopted by all other governments except our own 
with regard to their outposts in Asiatic waters, The 
policy of the United States thus far has been deplorably 
narrow and short-sighted. We have established ourselves 
in the Philippines, thus placing ourselves in immediate 
contact with Oriental problems and responsibilities, yet 
in the entire archipelago we have not a single harbor or 
base which is provided with adequate defenses. Our po- 
sition there is not only inconsistent, but dangerous. If 
we are to remain in the Philippines we must fortify, ana 
if we don’t care to fortify we should get out as easily and 
gracefully as possible. Admiral Dewey, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Miles and other promjnent officers of the Army and 
Navy have more than once declared that two or three of 
the leading ports of the Philippines should be heavily 
fortified simply as a precautionary measure, pointing out 
that if that were done the defense of the entire archipel- 
ago could be maintained at those harbors. The Navy 
General Board, of which Admiral Dewey is president, 
long ago formulated plans for a great naval base, with 
ample defenses, at Olangapo, and a tentative scheme of 
powerful fortifications for the approaches to Manila was 
also prepared by the military authorities, but because of 
ultra-conservatism and false notions of economy on the 
part of Congress, no money for the execution of either 
project has been forthcoming. And thus it comes about 
that while Great Britain, France and Germany are es- 
tablishing secure defenses for their naval outposts in the 
Orient, the United States, with vast interests in the Phil- 
ippines to look after, is doing nothing at all but trusting 
to luck for their safety. We are about to send to the 
Philippines a large and splendid floating steel dry dock 
costing more than $1,000,000. In the event of war that 
dock would be one of the immediate objects of the ene- 
my’s attacks. Common prudence, therefore, requires that 
it shall be thoroughly protected and that the station 
where it is established, together with the harbor of Ma- 
nila and two or three other important ports, shall be 
strongly fortified. The German program for Kiaochou 
Bay directly suggests the true American program for the 
Philippines. ‘The German Ambassador to Washington, 
Baron Speck von Sternburg, says of the plans of his gov- 
ernment: “Plans for the defense of Kiaochou harbor, 
which is Germany’s naval base in the Far East, were 
drawn up some time ago, in accordance with Germany’s 
agreement with China, which provided for the fortifying 
of the harbor. Lack of funds, however, has made impos- 
sible the execution of the project until now, owing to the 
great amount of money necessary to cover the cost of 
erecting docks, piers and other landing facilities for trad- 
ing vessels and junks. The announcement now that the 
work is to be done shows that the necessary funds have 
at last been received. The appropriation will be used ia 
the construction of forts and their equipment with mod- 
ern ordnance. I should say the defenses would be of the 
same general character as those at Hongkong or the 
American naval base at Guantanamo.” 


-— 
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The report published in these columns last week, on 
the strength of a despatch to the New York Herald, that 
the Hamburg-American Steamship Company had ac- 
quired a site for an extensive coaling and supply station 
at St. Thomas, in the Danish West Indies, has called 
forth a statement from the Governor General of those 
jislands in which he declares that no foreign power has 


acquired any rights there and that Water Island, “‘where 
the Hamburg-American Company is said to have es- 
tablished a coaling station, is owned by a private indi- 
vidual.” The Governor General’s statement requires no 
modification of the views expressed in the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL. We pointed out that, if the Hamburg- 
American Company had established the station as re- 
ported, it was simply a business transaction to which 
the United States could offer no valid objection. The 
arrangement, nevertheless, contains possible entangle- 
ments which are unpleasant if not positively disquieting 
to contemplate. ‘The ships of the Hamburg-American 
Company are all liable to impressment into the German 
navy in time of war. Having the right to use its ships, 
might not Germany also assert the right to use the com- 
pany’s bases and stations? If Denmark should deny 
that right, is it likely that she could maintain the neu- 
trality of her West Indian ports? Is Germany, in her 
ardent desire for a naval base in the Western Hemis- 
phere, seeking to obtain one indirectly through the 
agency of one of her subsidized steamship corporations? 
Suppose Denmark is ultimately absorbed into the Ger- 
man Empire, as many careful observers believe it will 
be, can Germany be counted upon for a ready acquies- 
cence in the requirement of the Monroe Doctrine that 
islands in American waters shall not be transferred from 
one European sovereignty to another? These questions 
will occur to many thoughtful Americans who are still 
puzzled over the mysterious defeat of the negotiations 
for the sale of the Danish West Indies to the United 
States in 1901. The failure of those negotiations was 
a grievous misfortune for the United States, and it left 
undetermined a territorial problem which may yet de- 
velop into a serious menace to American interests, We 


are gratified, however, to learn that the inhabitants of . 


the Danish islands are resolved to appeal again to the 
government of Denmark for permission to cast in their 
lot with the United States. ‘The principal reason for 
this desire for annexation to the United States is the 
abject poverty of the islands which is the result of their 
agricultural and commercial decay. Their only hope 
lies in their incorporation into the American system, 
under which they would enjoy a revival of trade and in- 
dustry. According to a letter in the New York Herald 
the shipping interests of the islands, which were once 
extensive and flourishing, have shrunk to almost noth- 
ing, and the exports, which were formerly great, both in 
variety and volume, now consist of bay rum alone. 
Coaling, formerly important, bas fallen to next to noth- 
ing, and now the Royal Mail steamers, it is reported, are 
about to cut St. Thomas from their list of ports of call. 
lor the last two years business has been stagnant and 
the Canadian branch bank, it is rumored, will before 
long withdraw from the field. Denmark has made every 
possible effort to reduce expenses in her West Indian 
possessions. Her little force of soldiers has been les- 
sened, numerous government employees have been dis- 
charged, and other economies practised. Despite this 
paring there is still an annual deficit of $70,000, which 
is a burden to Denmark’s finances. 
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In spite of the fact that labor troubles in Hawaii have 
become complicated and alarming, the insular legisla- 
ture has virtually abolished the Hawaiian militia by re- 
fusing to vote the money required to maintain it. Since 
Hawaii became an American territory it has spent about 
$60,000 on its militia establishment. For the ensuing 
year the legislature was asked to appropriate $10,000 
more, but the bill for that purpose has been defeated, 
and this, too, at a time when it looks as though military 
force would be required to maintain law and order in 
the great sugar producing districts of the islands, where 
Japanese and other foreign agitators are inciting the 
workingmen to riot. The attitude of the Hawaiians on 
this question is selfish and discreditable. They insist 
that the defense of the islands shall be maintained en- 
tirely by the United States and that when military force 
is needed to uphold law and order in the islands it shall 
be supplied by the United States Army. They do not 
propose to lift a hand or supply a man to aid in defend- 
ing their own coasts, their view evidently being that the 
protection of the territory against invasion is none of 
their affair. It must be admitted, moreover, that they 
have the United States at a marked disadvantage in this 
matter, for the reason that the Act of Congress ap- 
proved April 30, 1900, to provide a form of government 
for Hawaii, vested the governor of Hawaii with powers 
not possessed by the governor of any other American 
territory. Section 67 of that act provides: “That the 
governor shall be responsible for the faithful. execution 
of the laws of the United States and of the Territory 
of Hawaii within the said Territory, and whenever it 
becomes necessary he may call upon the commanders of 
the military and naval forces of the United States in 
the Territory of Hawaii, or summon the posse comitatus, 
or call out the militia of the Territory to prevent or 
suppress lawless violence, invasion, insurrection, or re- 
bellion in said Territory, and he may, in case of re- 
bellion or invasion, or imminent danger thereof, when 
the public safety requires it, suspend the privilege of 
the writ of habeas corpus, or place the Territory, or 
any part thereof, under martial law until communica- 
tion can be had with the President and his decision 
thereon made known.” It will be seen that under the 
section quoted the governor of Hawaii may not only 
call upon United States military and naval forces sta- 
tioned in the islands to suppress riots and other dis- 
orders, but that he also has power to suspend the writ 





of habeas corpus. When the act conferring these powers 
was passed, Hawaii was isolated from the rest of the 
world, but now that cable communication has been estab- 
lished it would seem prudent to withdraw that authority, 
it being far too important to vest in the office of terri- 
torial governor, When Lieut. Col. John McClellan, U. 
S.A., commanding the Artillery forces stationed at 
Honolulu, was asked on May 29 whether, in the event 
of trouble, he would obey the orders of the governor call- 
ing his troops into the field, he replied that he certainly 
would. Colonel McClellan has also directed the publica- 
tion of the above-quoted section of the law in the Hono- 
lulu newspapers in order that the trouble-makers may 
know just what to expect if they go to extremes. 
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It has more than once been suggested in these columns 
that Spain would speedily recover from the effects of 
the war with the United States and that, in the long 
run, the loss of her colonies as a result of that conflict 
would be a blessing instead of a hardship. That fore- 
cast bas already been largely fulfilled. The ancient 
kingdom has entered upon what seems likely to be a 
brilliant and prosperous era. Important financial re- 
forms have been effected, taxes have been reduced, busi- 
ness is flourishing, and the people, relieved of the ex- 
pense of maintaining conscript armies for colonial ser- 
vice, are concentrating their capital and energy in the 
development of the country, which is both varied and 
opulent. ‘Lhese tokens of the rehabilitation of Spanish 
prestige and influence will nowhere be regarded with 
keener gratification than bere in the United States. 
Since the war of 1898 the Spanish government and the 
Spanish people have comported themselves with unfail- 
ing dignity, self-control and courtesy, The war, we be- 
lieve, left no sting. It was honorably fought and hon- 
orably concluded, and one of its largest compensations 
is the broadened sense of mutual respect and good-will 
which has since prevailed between the contending na- 
tions. ‘Their interests are. nowhere in conflict, there is 
no element of discord or friction in their policies, and 
their relations are and will doubtless continue to be 
those of increasing friendship. Consequently the re- 
vival of Spanish power, animated by a frankly-avowed 
desire to place the kingdom on a political equality with 
Italy and Austria, will be contemplated by the Ameri- 
can people with earnest sympathy and approval. It was 
in furtherance of that purpose, rather than to negotiate 
a matrimonial alliance, as was at first surmised, that 
the young King Alfonso recently paid a visit to England. 
‘Yo what extent he succeeded it is yet too early to de- 
termine, but it is not too much to say that the youthful 
monarch—he is only nineteen—conducted himself during 
his sojourn in the United Kingdom with a degree of 
modesty, trankness, cordiality and strong common sense 
which has won for him and his country a larger place in 
the world’s esteem than they had held before. His 
bearing gained the immediate and unqualified admira- 
tion of the British public, and this found expression in 
an outpouring of hospitality which the Spanish people 
will properly construe as meaning that they have a 
steadfast and sympathetic friend in the British Empire, 
Spain is evidently about to advance to a place of larger 
importance in the sisterhood of nations. She has en- 
tered upon a splendid project of national reconstruction 
based upon just laws, honest administration and general 
education, and if she succeeds, as all broad-minded 
Americans hope she may, it will be her proud mission 
to prove to the world that war, even to the vanquished, 
is sometimes a blessing instead of a blight. 
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While it is perhaps too early to measure the moral 
effect of Japan’s success on land and sea in the present 
war, there is evidence that it has already appealed in a 
powerful way to the Oriental imaginatiop.. ‘The Asiatic 
mind has been profoundly impressed by the-fact that for 
the first time in modern civilization a white-faced race 
has been fought to a stand-still by dark-skinned adver- 
saries, and it is by no means impossible that achieve- 
ment may exert a far-reaching influence upon Asiatic 
policies. The law students at the great university at 
Manila, for example, make Admiral Togo’s victory in 
the Straits of Korea the occasion for a florid address of 
congratulation to Japan in which they declare that “the 
star of the Orient is in the ascendant, and will steadily 
rise to the zenith.” The races whom the Europeans 
have looked down upon as inferiors, the address con- 
tinues, have vindicated themselves, and the world must 
henceforth respect them. This utterance possesses a 
significance which cannot safely be ignored, It comes 
almost simultaneously with a manifesto from one of the 
native political parties of the Philippines demanding 
absolute independence for the islands, and its immediate 
effect will be to stimulate the growing political agitation 
throughout the archipelago. The agitators insist that. the 
natives shall have a majority of the members of the 
Philippine Civil Commission, that a new police force 
entirely officered by natives shall be substituted for the 
Philippine Constabulary, and that a representative .as- 
sembly shall be called without further delay. The rest- 
less spirit back of this radical movement will be greatly 
strengthened by the rise of Japan as a military power, 
and for that reason there is increasing need of unrelax- 
ing firmness and vigilance in our administrative policy 
in the Philippines. It is there that we are in actual 
contact with re-awakened Asia, whose imaginative races 
may yet be inspired with portentous ambitions by the 
victories of Japan. 
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Popular ignorance as to internal conditions in China 
is strikingly illustrated by the wide divergence of 
opinions concerning the population of that mysterious 
empire. The common estimate is that the Chinese popu- 
lation is something like 400,000,000, although this is 
based largely upon superficial information, there never 
having been a census taken with anything like the care 
exercised in such matters by Western nations. Such 
information as has been used in making up accepted esti- 
mates has been supplied largely by travelers, naval of- 
ficers, diplomats and missionaries whose opportunities 
for gathering the facts have necessarily been limited, 
partly by considerations of distance, and partly by the 
policy of secrecy with which the Chinese have shielded 
their affairs from the scrutiny of foreign investigators. 
It is probable, however, that the population of China 
has been over-estimated, and this view is shared by 
Rear Admiral Charles E. Clark, U.S.N., who has in- 
quired into the subject with great care. In an article 
published in the National Geographic Magazine, Ad- 
miral Clark remarks that while the authorities at Pekin 
probably receive reports as to the population in the vari- 
ous provinces, the information thus obtained does not 
constitute a census as we understand the term. “From 
my own observations during the three years I was on 
the Asiatic Station,” Admiral Clark continues, “I would 
say that there are less than 200,000,000 of people in 
China. I spent several months in each of the principal 
seaports from Tientsin, in the north, to Canton, in the 
south, and five or six months in the valley of the Yang- 
tse, going as far inland as Ichang, a town nearly a 
thousand miles from the sea, and beyond the reputed 
populous districts. I noticed that the country people, 
instead of living on farms, were concentrated in villages, 
and that these were generally small and often widely 
separated. The cities were limited in area, one or two 
storied houses being the rule. No lofty buildings. Can- 
ton does not cover more than six square miles, though 
it is the most populous city, with the possible exception 
of Pekin. In the northern part we saw gardens and un- 
occupied ground. Compare this with Manhattan Island, 
with its twenty-two square miles and lofty tenement 
houses. The presence, all over China, of tigers does not 
suggest a land densely populated.” 

The fertile imagination of Mr. William E. Curtis has 
transformed the visit of the Secretary of War with his 
party to the Philippines into something in the nature 
of a royal procession with “numerous knights, equer- 
ries and pages.” In this designation we presume that 
Mr. Curtis intends to include the following gentlemen, 
who are members of the Secretary’s party: William S. 
Reyburn, Washington, D.C.; Rogers W. Wetmore, New- 
port, R.I.; Arthur H. Woods, Groton, Mass.; Frederick 
E. Warren, Cheyenne, Wyo.; Hon. Emile Godchaux, 
New Orleans; Hon. Charles J. Joy, St. Louis; Stuyves- 
ant Fish, jr.; Mr. Stillman, son of James Stillman, New 
York; Henry F. Woods, George Warrington and J. G. 
Schmidlapp, Cincinnati. Secretary Taft and Colonel 
Edwards will each have his private secretary, Mr, Fred 
W. Carpenter in the one case, and Mr. W. R. Pedigo in 
the other. There is one A.D.C., Capt. J. K. Thompson, 
U.S.A., and one Army surgeon, Major Guy L. Edie, U. 
S.A. The other military gentlemen are: Brig. Gen. 
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ough inspection of the Naval Academy, and this he will 
do under the guidance of the Superintendent, What ships 
shall be at New York to receive the British squadron has 
not been decided, but it is not unlikely that the Battle- 
ship Squadron, with Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans.

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If one may credit statements contained in a letter 
from Havana to the Boston Transcript, political and 
economic conditions in Cuba are becoming exceedingly 
critical. The writer of the letter, Mr. Wardon Allan 
Curtis, declares that the Cuban people are alarmed at 
the attitude of the United States, that they suspect 
President Palma of being under American control and 
that there is constant talk of another revolution. Ameri- 
can trusts and monopolies are accused of oppressing the 
inhabitants of the island, labor is poorly paid, agriculture 
is languishing and the spirit of unrest and resentment 
against the United States is everywhere. “And so the 
American peril looms,” says Mr. Curtis. ‘So the reach- 
ing across the Caribbean to Venezuela, so the silent ap- 
peal to Mexico and Diaz’s manifesto to the effect that 
the protection of Latin America belongs to Latin America 
itself as well as to the United States. So the new union 
of New Spain, a new pride of race and new yearning 
for the old land shown in the movement for a universal 
celebration ef Cervantes’s tercentenary. So the oft-ex- 
pressed regret that Spain could not have ruled justly 
and well. So the shrugs of the shoulders when word 
comes that in Porto Rico—still called ‘La Isla Hermana,’ 
‘The Sister Isle,’ the mob has stamped upon the Ameri- 
ean flag. So the whispered boast of the Spaniards that 
if a new alignment of world powers ever ties our hands, 
Spain will be back here.” 
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In spite of the energetic work of Col. William C. 
Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., Chief Sanitary Officer of 
the Panama Canal Zone, yellow fever continues to 
spread in that territory, and it is officially admitted that 
there are now more cases of the disease than at any time 
since the United States assumed control. ‘The present 
situation vividly illustrates the difficulties to be dealt 
with in prosecuting the canal project, for, strangely 
enough, the increase of yellow fever comes at a time when 
sanitary precautions and general health regulations in 
the affected district are enforced more rigorously, per- 
haps, than ever before. Colonel Gorgas and his sub- 
ordinates are doing all that fearless and accomplished 
medical experts can do to protect the health of persons 
employed in the Canal Zone, but it must be remembered 
that conditions there are still unsettled and that until 
the service for the delivery of supplies and enforcing 
safety measures is more fully developed the officers 
engaged will labor under many disadvantages. Mean- 
while nobody should go from the United States to the 
Isthmus save those whose duties require then to do so. 
It is no place for idlers or adventurers, and all such 
should be prohibited from entering the Canal Zone so 
long as present conditions continue, 
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After careful examination of all the records of all the

Keen interest is felt in Navy circles in the announce- 
ment received from the British Embassy at Washington 
of the decision of the British Admiralty that Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, nephew of King Edward of Eng- 
land, will visit American waters in October. The Prince 
will come in command of a squadron of the following 
five cruisers: Drake, 14,000 tons; Cornwall, Cumber- 
land, Essex and Bedford, each 9,800 tons. The squadron 
will touch first at New York, where the Prince will be 
received by the Governor or a member of his staff, the 
Mayor of New York, the commandant of the New York 
Navy Yard, and possibly by a personal representative of 
the President. From New York the squadron will go to 
Annapolis and from Annapolis the Prince will go to 
Washington to be presented to the President by Sir Mor- 
timer Durand, the British Ambassador. The Prince will 
be the guest of the President at a luncheon or state din- 
ner in his honor and will be shown much attention while 
here, the British Ambassador and Lady Durand also en- 
tertaining in his honor. At Annapolis the officers of the 
squadron will be the guests of the Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy at a function in their honor, and will 
also be enrolled as guests of the Navy Club. The Prince

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It would seem from present indications that there wil] 
be difficulty in finding enough vacancies in which to place 
all of the graduates of West Point this year, and the 
chances are that some of the graduates may be placed on 
the list as additionals.

ond lieutenant in the Army, though not all of these can 
go to West Pointers, In the Corps of Engineers there 
are thirty-two vacancies and how many of these will be 
filled by graduates of the Military Academy is specula- 
tive, though it has been the custom recently to assign 
from the Academy ten to this corps. In the three branches 
of the line there are eighty-nine vacancies, thus distribut- 
ed: Junior grade of Cavalry, 17; Artillery Corps, 30; 
Infantry, 42. The appointment to the Military Secre- 
tary’s Department on June 10 of Capt. Alvord and on 
June 15 of Captain Ladd gives two additional prospec- 
tive vacancies. 
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Thanks to the good faith of the two governments 
concerned and to the promptness, tact and sound judg- 
ment of Rear Admiral Charles J. Train, U.S.N., com- 
manding the Asiatic Station, the complication arising 
from the arrival of Rear Admiral Enquist’s squadron of 
the Russian navy in the harbor of Manila has been 
adjusted in a manner creditable to all interests. So far 
as the United States is concerned, the incident is closed 
with the following despatch from Admiral Train to the 
Navy Department, under date of June 9: “The Russian 
Admiral has been notified that the force under his com- 
mand must be considered as interned after June 8, noon. 
Disarmament going on by removing breech-blocks. En- 
gines disabled sufficiently for the purpose of internment. 
The Russian Admiral, in accordance with instructions of 
the Russian government, expressed his willingness to 
give his parole and the paroles of his officers and men not 
to engage in further operations of the war.” 
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Secretary Taft has invited proposals for the construc- 
tion of a railway system in the Philippines, which, 
when completed, will serve as a powerful factor in the 
material development of the islands. ‘The projected 
lines will be built in the islands of Luzon, Samar, 
Cebu, Leyte and Panay, and will traverse nearly a score 
of the largest and most fertile provinces in the entire 
archipelago, the resources of which will thus be placed 
in direct communication with the seacoast. The Philip- 
pine government agrees to protect these roads against 
ladrones, insurgents and other outlaws, in return for 
which it is to receive one-half of one per cent. of their 
gross earnings. Interest at four per cent. on the bonds 
issued by the companies is guaranteed for thirty years, 
and bids for the contracts for building the lines will be 
received only from citizens of the United States or of 
the Philippines or from railway corporations organized 
in the United States or in the islands. The project calls 
for a total of about 900 miles of railroad, and offers an 
attractive field for American enterprise. 
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Under command of Lieut. Provoost Babin, U.S.N., 
some fifty bluejackets from the Navy are practising 
daily on the range of the Bay State Rifle Association, 
near Reading, Mass., and from these men the team to 
represent the Navy in the National Match at Sea Girt. 
N.J., next August, will be selected. Lieutenant Babin 
had charge of the team last year, which made the re- 
markable record of coming in second among the nine- 
teen competing teams, comprising the best marksmen in 
the Regular and State forces. The men shoot from 
eight to twelve o’clock in the morning, and from one to 
five in the afternoon. With four exceptions, represent- 
ing selections made by Lieutenant Babin, the men are 
drawn from the vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron. 
The team when formed, judging from the preliminary 
work of the men, will be a hard one to beat. 











Capt. Conway H. Arnold, U.S.N., commanding the 
new armored cruiser West Virginia, which is now at the 
navy yard, Boston, is desirous that his vessel shall be 
“a happy ship,” and te that end he is giving the enlisted 
men of the crew shore leave to the fullest extent that 
they deserve it. The Boston newspapers state that 
numerous parties of men on shore leave from the West 
Virginia are to be seen in the city and that they are 
invariably well-behaved and self-respecting. They speak 
enthusiastically of Captain Arnold’s kindness and con- 
sideration, and declare themselves resolved to merit his 
good will by keeping straight and reporting back to the 
ship on time. It is evident thus early in her active 
career that the West Virginia is reaching out for a place 
among the most popular ships of the Navy. It is a 
most creditable ambition. 


The Acting Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Darling, gave 
a hearing in his office on June 13 to the firms who were 
bidders for the contract for supplying the tobacco to the 
Navy, as reported last week. Judge Darling sustained 
the point made by Rear Admiral H. T. B. Harris, Pay- 
master General of the Navy, to the effect that it was not 
the mission of the Navy Department, nor had it the au- 
thority under the law, to investigate the connections cf 
a bidding company for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether it was affiliated with a trust. The contract has 
accordingly been awarded to Butler and Bosher. 
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In a recent decision upon the pay to which Medical 
Director Farwell, U.S.N., retired, was entitled during 
the period when he was on active duty on shore under the 
provision of the Act of June 7, 1900, the Comptroller of 
the Treasury holds that the medical director “is entitled 
while on active shore duty to old Navy pay at the rate of 
$4,000 per annum, provided by Section 1556, Revised 
Statutes.” 
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The 48th Highlanders of Canadian Militia of Toronto

91st Canadian Regiments in celebration of Victoria Day 
and experienced a most enjoyable time, a number of 
American guests being present. On arrival at Victoria 
Park the regiments lined three sides of it, leaving the

‘ the general salute, the first corps to take the center of the 


stage was the Army Medical Corps, which gave an inter- 


esting exhibition. Then the contingent of the 91st, which 


won name and fame for itself in New York, recently, 
marched out on the parade and put on physical drill and 
bayonet exercise, under Sergeant Major Pilton. The 
48th of Toronto then came to the front and trooped the 
color. This classic ceremonial was carried out splendidly, 
the music of the bands and the steady marching of the 
men all tending to lend it interest. The 13th regiment then 
took the field, and demonstrated how thoroughly it is up 
in battalion movements. The American officers present 
as guests were Major George Bell, jr.. 1st U.S. Inf., and 
the following from the 65th N.G.N.Y.. Major Gen. S. 
M. Welch, Capt. Nelson G. Russell, Capt. Henry Bren- 
del, Capt. Louis H. Eller, Lieut. Howard C. Hick, Lieut. 
P. J. Keeler and Lieut. H. Vom Berge. ‘These officers 
were enthusiastic in their praise of the demonstration, as 
far as the exhibition of drill went. After the return of 
the corps to the armory the Americans were taken in tow 
by the city officials, as well as by the officers of the three 
regiments, and entertained. ‘They were given places of 
bonor at the informal banquet in the evening in the offi- 
cers’ marquee on the armory lawn. At the banquet Ma- 
jor Bell, U.S.A., made a very happy speech, commenting 
on the cordial relations existing between the two coun- 
tries and the resulting benefit to the world and all con- 
cerned. After the exhibition of the morning the men of 
the regiments were allowed their liberty and visited 
points of interest and were dined and otherwise enter- 
tained by the local corps. 
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Speaking of the French naval program, The Engineer 
says: “During the Mediterranean motor boat race some 
of the torpedoboats were in danger, and only weathered 
the storm with great difficulty. Moreover, as battles may 
be fought at such long range, M. Lockroy argues that the 
torpedoboat will have little chance of doing any good un- 
til the upper works of an enemy’s ship are destroyed. It 
will then go in and give the finishing blow. This sinking 
of a helpless ship may appear a trifle unnecessary. Tor- 
pedoboats are evidently regarded in France as of less 
value as fighting units than submersibles and submarines, 
which will be amply provided for under the new pro- 
gram, although they will be of much larger tonnage than 
any constructed up to the present moment. M. Lock- 
roy’s suggestion is that during the next five years 398,- 
300,000 f. should be spent upon the new type of ap- 
proximately 17,000 ton fast battleships, 85,000,000 f. 
on destroyers, 45,000,000 f. on torpedoboats, and 90,- 
000,000 f. on submersibles and submarines. With the 
existing vessels it is proposed to create seven squadrons 
of nine vessels, each squadron having six ships in active 
service and three in reserve. The first will comprise the 
coast defense battleships; the second, the old battleships, 
such as the Formidable and Devastation; the third, the 
new battleships; the fourth, the battleships under con- 
struction; the fifth, old cruisers, like the Dupleix and 
Latouche-Treville; the sixth, modern cruisers; and the 
seventh, the big cruisers under construction. The four 
first squadrons will be concentrated in the Mediterra- 
nean; the fifth will go to the Far East; and the other 
two will have their headquarters at Brest. In present- 
ing these proposals M. Lockroy is merely recapitulating 
the plan now under consideration by the Conseil Su- 
périeur de la Marine, and in the main they will form the 
basis of the forthcoming program of naval construction.” 








Lieut. Arthur B. Hoff, U.S.N., in an interview pub- 
lished in the Philadelphia Public Ledger, makes an 
earnest plea for continued target practice in the Navy. 
He also points out that gunnery is most efficient on 
those ships on which there are the fewest changes in 
the crews, and he cites an instance of one vessel with a 
very high record, nearly all the crew of which had been 
on board more than three years. “It is the same way 
with all the ships of the Asiatic Fleet,” says Lieu- 
tenant Hoff. “Out there the opportunity to change 
crews is slight, and the fact that they hold most of the 
records is almost enough proof in itself to induce the 
Government not to change men from ship to ship. The 
remarkable victory of Admiral Togo over the Russian 
fleet is in itself absolute proof of the benefits gained by 
target practice. There are but five navies in the world 
which have it. They are those of the United States, 
England, Germany, France and Japan. We easily de- 
feated Spain, which never had enough money to spend 
on big gun practice, and Japan seems to have an easy 
victory over all Russian fleets. What records in time 
of actual war have been made in the Far East it is, of 
course, impossible to tell, and it is not probable that it 
ever will be known. The results tell, and upon training 
and target practice, in a great measure, depend the re- 
sults of a battle.” 

—— 

Capt. William Baird, U.S.A., retired, who is on duty 
with the Maryland National Guard, gave an interesting 
talk to the non-commissioned officers of the 5th Regi- 
ment in Baltimore a few nights since. Captain Baird 
spoke of the strict accountability required for United 
States property and the necessity for a strict keeping 
of accounts, which has been more or less neglected in 
the past by the National Guard and Volunteers. Cap- 
tain Baird said in part: “The results of the Dick bill, 
enacted in 1903, are still only in an exnerimental stage, 
and doubtless when the reports and returns’from all the 
States and recommendations of the regular officers who 
are on duty with the militia of the States are carefully 
compared some changes may be made. Those military 
organizations whose reports are not up to requirements 
will be compelled to give up their arms and equipment 
and mustered out of the Service. Any loose way of ac- 
counting for public property must be discontinued. It 
is most important for privates and non-commissioned 
officers to become conversant with rules for making re- 
turns in the proper way. Any private who is careless 
with his arms, horses and accoutrements will be court- 
martialed in addition to losing his pay. The United 
States Government is run on business principles, and 
the superior officers must be fortunate in the selection 
of those men to care for public property, just as our 


great captains of industry are happy in the selection of 
their lieutenants,”

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A correspondent says: “Will you kindly quote the 
statutes on the following points and give, if possible, the 
method of reasoning by which certain results were ac- 
complished, First, the statute under which the adjutant 
general of the Army was placed in command of troops of 
the line. Second, the statute by which the recent ap- 
pointee to the Record and Pension Bureau becomes a 
military secretary and is ordered to the Philippines. It 
is not understood how if appointed to the Pension 
Bureau, even under the title of military secretary, an 
officer could be transferred to the Philippines. Has there 
ever been and is there now anything other than custom 
against transferring from the staff to the line?” (1) 
Officers of all staff departments, except the Medical and 
Pay Departments, are eligible to command troops accord- 
ing to their respective rank, provided the President so 
orders (see Rev. Stat., Secs. 1169 and 1183 and A.R. 18). 
(2) Under the Acts of Congress of April 23, 1904, and 
March 2, 1905, the assistant chief of the kecord and 
Pension Division becomes a military secretary. Any 
staff officer of any corps or of any bureau of the War 
Department may be assigned to duty wherever the Secre- 
tary of War, as the representative of the President, orders 
him. There is no law transferring to the line officers per- 
manently commissioned in the staff; but the power of the 
President to assign such officers to duty with the line 
is unquestioned. It is, however, rarely exercised. 
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Although the new system instituted at the Naval 
Training Station, Newport, R.I., by Rear Admiral 
Charles M. Thomas, U.S.N., commanding, is still in the 
trial stage, its practical value appears to have been con- 
clusively demonstrated. That fact was perfectly clear 


to every member vf the large audience which assembled 
at the opera house on the evening of May 11 to witness 
an entertainment in which a large body of apprentice 
seamen took part. ‘The boys who were grouped on the 
stage,” says The Bluejacket, “had not been selected 
for physique or looks, but for voice and talent, and yet 
it would have been almost impossible to find anywhere 
a better looking, healthier group of bodies. topped with 
pleasant and intelligent faces and a real contented look. 
Much taller than the apprentice, third class, of a year 
ago, the average apprentice seaman has about him a 
something calculated to give the beholder great confi- 
dence in his ability to learn, and to retain his knowledge 
and use it to good advantage when he reaches a sea- 
going ship. Visitors in the audience had but to look to 
any part of the house to see familiar faces of boys in 
blue, and when the curtain went down the last time it 
was not the ‘Star Spangled Banner’ that stirred every 
molecule of blood in the audience so much as the thought 
of the fine lot of young men now being trained to up- 
hold the honor of that flag in the future.” 
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Speaking of the lessons to be learned from the battle 
of the sea of Japan, the Navy League Journal says: 
“Tt is certain that we shall get positive and instructive 
information upon one subject as to which modern navies 
have heretofore had nothing but thec:y viz.: Fleet tac- 


tics in battle. Since Nelson’s time fleet actions have 
been fought almost without tactical maneuvers. ‘Lake 
Erie and Lake Champlain were hardly exceptions. Far- 
ragut fought against forts, not fleets; at Manila the ac- 
tion was against stationary ships—practically forts; at 
Santiago, battle signals were unnecessary. At the Yalu, 
it is true, the Japanese fleet (with the torpedo flotil’a 
absent) maneuvered, but against a Chinese enemy com- 
manded by a German cavalry officer, who fought his 
battleships head to the enemy, because he was aecus- 
tomed to fight his horse that way. Indeed, it is a matter 
of frequent observation that while land actions are ac- 
companied by feints, flank attacks, and the strategical 
use of the different arms, naval battles are of the ham- 
mer-and-tongs variety. Not so, however, with Admiral 
Togo. The insufficiert glimpses we have of the battle 
show us his heavy battleships keeping their distance, 
playing the part of the army’s artillery, and battering a 
nervous enemy; then, like infantrymen, his cruisers 
move forward with showers of lighter missiles. and at the 
critical moment the torpedoboats, his sea cavalry, make 
the charge that ‘shatters a shaken line’.”

The Government floating drydock, built by the Mary- 
land Steel Company, was floated at Baltimore, Md., June

the Dewey. The dock will be taken from here to Solo- 
mon’s Island, in the Chesapeake Bay, where tests will 
be made with merchant and warships, and later it will be 
towed to the Philippine Islands for service. The Dewey 
is the largest floating dock in the world. It will lift 
24,447 tons and cost $1,125,000. 




















The Comptroller of the Treasury has received from the 
War Department, with a request for a ruling, the claim 
of Capt. Clarke S. Smith, of the Engineer Corps, on duty 
in Manila, for pay as aide to a brigadier general. Cap- 
tain Smith at the time of his assignment was a first lieu- 
tenant. His orders read Nov. 19, 1903, and he reported 
at Iloilo for duty on Dec. 1, 1903. On July 20, 1904, 
he was advanced to the grade of captain and was that 


day relieved from duty as aide. In view of the fact that 
April 23, 1904, is the date from which Captain Smith's 
rank and pay as captain were reckoned, the War 
partment officials take the view that on the same date, 
according to law, the office of aide divested and the pay 
attaching to that office ceased, and that therefore under 
the circumstances the claim of Captain Smith for extra 
pay from April 23 to July 20 cannot be allowed. 
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Lieut. Samuel W. Widdifield, 8th U.S. Inf., with ref- 
erence to Par. 108, Firing Regulations for Small Arms, 
recently submitted two questions concerning the use of 
the gun sling in target firing and requests a decision as 
to the P gs nay use of the same. In answer, the Chief 
of Staff has decided that it is not permissible to form 
a loop with the gun sling as described in Lieutenant 
Widdifield’s letter, and as illustrated by the sketch in- 
closed therein. He also declares that while Par. 108, 
Firing Regulations for Smail Arms, can be reasonably 
construed to permit the use of the gun sling in connec- 
tion witi other parts of the body than the arm, it is 
proposed in the near future to amend this paragraph in 
an order revising the Firing Regulations so as to limit 
its use as an auxiliary to steady the piece, in connection 
with the arm alone, provided neither end be detached 
from the swivel. 
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Announcement was made at the Navy Department on 
June 13 that the President had approved the sentence of 
dismissal in the case of Pay Inspr. John Ciyde Sullivan, 
tried by court-martial at the League Island Navy Yard 
on the following charges: Absence without leave from 
Jan. 12 to 20, 1905; neglect of duty in failing to exercise 
personal supervision over the cash belonging to the Unit- 
ed States under his charge, and scandalous conduct tend- 
ing to the destruction of good morals, in that he was in- 
toxicated and disorderly on a public street in Philadel- 
phia, The sentence took effect from the date of the Presi- 
dent’s approval and the officer’s pay was stopped from 
the date of his receipt of the Department’s letter. 
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Secretary Taft, accompanied by M. Jusserand, the 
French Ambassador, and Lieutenant General Chaffee, at- 
tended the commencement at West Point on June 12, 
when the Secretary and the Ambassador delivered ad- 
dresses to the graduating class. They returned to Wash- 
ington on the evening of June 13. The Ambassador was 
delighted with his reception and with the appearance of 
the cadets. He congratulated them and showed his ap- 
—— of their greeting in a pleasant though brief 
oddress. 
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The examining board, of which Paymr. Harry B. Bis- 
coe, U.S.N., is president, met at the Washington Navy 
Yard on June 12 to conduct the examination for candi- 
dates for appointment as assistant paymaster in _the 
Navy. This week the candidates have been examined 
physically and the professional examination will probably 
begin next week, How many have failed physically is 
not yet known. 
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Purchases have been ordered by the Quartermaster 
General of the Army of twenty thousand sweaters. for 
the use of the enlisted men of the Army. These sweaters 
are of a very neat and attractive pattern and being of 
olive drab match the uniforms of the men. A feature 
of the new sweater is its heavy weight, making it thor- 
oughly warm and durable, and it has a long, well-knit 
neck, which fits snugly. 
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Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas, U.S.N., com- 
manding the second Naval District and Naval Training 
Station, Newport, R.I., transferred his flag on June 12 
from the U.S.S. Constellation to the captured cruiser 
Reina Mercedes, which is at the south end of the island, 
and is one of the best and most mddern of station 
ships. 
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The cruiser Charleston will probably be placed in com- 
mission some time in September. Her crew is now being 
assembled on board the Yankee at the League Island 
Navy Yard. In the meantime the crew will be put through 
a thorough course of training so that they may not go 
to the ship altogether green. 
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Six new cases of yellow fever have been reported to 
the War Department in the following cablegram from 
Governor Magoon, dated June 12: “A. C. Aikens, 'C. E. 
Griffins, Thomas Hogan, Vincente Mosomon, Robert H. 
Lee, Samuel Sweeker and August Vansciver, ill with yel- 
low fever, died June 10.” 
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Contractors Broderick and Wind have commended 
work on the officers’ quarters south of the Kinsley man- 
sion at West Point, as the quarters are needed as quickly 
as they can be constructed, so that older quarters can be 
torn down to make way for other new buildings, 
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Experiments with various samples of smokeless pow- 
der continue at the Naval Proving Ground and further 
tests with the bands for projectiles are also in progress. 
The tests with the smokeless powder are necessarily slow, 
as it takes a long time for the powder to dry.

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SEA GIRT SHOOTING MATCHES. 


The annual meeting of the National Rifle Association 
of America, and the New Jersey State Rifle Association 
at Sea Girt, N.J., from Aug. 24 to Sept. 9 next, inclu- 
sive, promises to be the most interesting in its history. 
Aside from the usual individual and team contests, the 
National Team Match, the National Individual Match 
and the National Pistol Match, will be shot there this 
season, and these competitioris are exciting the greatest 
interest among the services. 

Last year nineteen teams competed in the National 
Trophy contest at Fort Riley, Kas., and it was won by 
the New York National Guard team with the United 
States Navy team second. This year there will be a 
larger number of competing teams, including one com- 
posed of cadets from the United States Military Acad- 
emy, and one from the Naval Academy. All told, from 
the present indications there may be some forty teams to 
take part. The prize winning teams of last year have been 
handicapped by being compelled to drop one-third of 
their members actually firing last year, the four men to 
be eliminated to be those who have heretofore partici- 
pated in the greatest number of competitions for the 
National Trophy. This year members of National Guard 
teams will be allowed by the War Department a com- 
mutation of rations of $1.50 per day while traveling to 
and from Sea Girt, and seventy-five cents per day dur- 
ing the meeting. 

The executive officer for the national match will be 
Brig. Gen. William P. Hall, U.S.A., military secretary. 
The other officers of the tournament will be as follows: 
Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer, of New Jersey, executive 
officer; Lieut. Col. Albert S. Jones, post adjutant and 
statistical officer; Capt. William Libbey and Capt. 
Charles Reynolds, assistant statistical officers; Capt. Al- 
vin H. Graff, 1st Regiment, N.J., post Q.M. The Com- 
mittee on Competition is composed of Gen. William P. 
Hall, Gen. B. W. Spencer, N.J.; Gen. George H. Har- 
ries, D.C.; Gen. Lawrason Riggs, Md.; Col. Frank K. 
Paterson, Pa.; Lieut. Col. Albert S. Jones, of New Jer- 
sey, and J. A. Haskell, of New York. 

The following are the dates upon which the several 
matches will he shot:

Rifle Association; Leech Cup Match. 

—— 1—Carbine Team Match; Wimbledon Cup

In the National Team Match $300 and the National 
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Trophy will go to the team making the highest aggre- 
gate. The team making the second highest aggregate 
will take the Hilton Trophy and $200 cash. The team 
making the third highest aggregate will take the Soldier 
of Marathon and $150 cash. The fourth prize will be 
$100. and the fifth $75 and the sixth $50. Each com- 
petitor on the winning teams will receive a medal. 

The National Individual Match will consist of slow- 
fire at 200, 300, 500 and 600 yards, ten shots each; rapid- 
fire at 200 and 500 yards, ten shots each, and two skir- 
mish runs. There will be twelve prizes, ranging from 
the first, a gold medal and $60, to the twelfth, a bronze 
medal and $5. ‘There will also be prizes for the indi- 
viduals making the highest aggregate at the various 
ranges. 
The National Pistol Match will include slow-fire at 
seventy-five yards; timed fire at twenty-five and fifty 
yards, and rapid-fire at fifteen and twenty-five yards. 
The competitors eligible for the National Match will be 
eligible for this match as well. The twelve prizes will 
range from the first, a gold medal and $30, to the twelfth, 
a bronze medal and $10. There will also be medals and 
cash prizes for the competitor making the highest aggre- 
gate at the various ranges. 

The Dryden Trophy Match will be open to teams of 
eight men from the organizations that are eligible for 
the National Match. The distances will be 200, 600 and 
1,000 yards, and it is required that each competitor shall 
have performed seventy-five per cent. military duty. The 
first prize is the trophy, which cost $4,000, and $150 
cash; the second prize will be $100, and the third prize 
will be $50. The trophy was won in 1904 by the New 
Jersey State team. 

Many other attractive prizes are offered in the other 
contests, and Lieut. Colonel Jones, the secretary, will 
be pleased to send programs giving full information to 
all interested. 
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JAPANESE SUPPLYING THE RUSSIANS. 

The New York Evening Sun of June 6 has the follow- 
ing despatch: 

“Wheeling, W. Va., June 6.—That Japan has been 
furnishing the Russian army many of its supplies has 
long been hinted in official circles, but it remains for 
Capt. Carl Reichmann, U.S.A., who was one of the four 
attachés of the United States with the Russian army, 
to put the stamp of authority upon the story. Captain 
Reichmann was with the Russian army almost a year, 
and has just returned to this country to present his re- 
port to the War Department. He says there was econ- 
stantly a stream of Japanese supplies to the rear of the 
Russian army. 

“Indeed, Captain Reichmann saw more Japanese prod- 
ucts, tea, cigarettes, and edibles of various sorts, than 
he did Russian. The Russian government may not know 
it, but the government of the Mikado does. When asked 
about the paradoxical furnishing of food to an enemy, 
some of the Japanese would say: ‘Oh, well, we will whip 
them anyhow, and we may as well have their money.’ 

“Captain Reichmann was with the Russian general 
staff at the battle of Liaoyang. He says words cannot 
describe the frightful character of the Japanese attack. 
To use his language, it was as if the Japanese had seized 
a blanket of smoke several miles long, filled it with dyna- 
mite and thrown it at the small hills held by the Russian 
front. The steady rain of shot and shell kept the earth 
about the Russian center flying in the air to the height 
of a hundred feet or more. The world at large, Captain 
Reichmann says, cannot realize the disadvantageous cir- 
cumstances Russia is combating because of the great dis- 
tance intervening between her base of supplies and the 
scene of action. The United States attachés were twenty- 
six days going from the northern limits of Manchuria to 
St. Petersburg.”

G.O. 87, War Department, U.S., June 8, announces 
the transfer of various regiments, Cavalry and Infantry, 
to and from the Philippine Islands, and the last para- 
graph announces that with a view to filling the ranks of 
the outgoing regiments with men who, on the date of 
sailing, will have at least two years and three months to 
serve, discharges, re-enlistments and transfers will be 
carried out under the direction of the division and de- 
partment commanders, as provided in G.O. 144, W.D., 
Sept. 2, 1904 

Does anyone, except the enlisted men, the privates, in 
fact, of the regiments concerned, stop to consider what 
such an order means to many of the enlisted men of these 
regiments, and also what it will mean to many company 
commanders, who will lose from 50 to 75 per cent. of the 
enlisted strength of their companies through discharge or 
transfer? A company commander may carry with him 
« “non-com.” even if he only has six months to serve. 

sut suppose he has a good man, to him in some ways 2 
valuable man: let us say a cook, an artificer, or a clerk, 
who has completed a year of this enlistment; must he 
transfer such a man simply because the man will not 
ngree to take a discharge and at once re-enlist, making 
practically an enlistment for four years? 

This does not seem right, and yet the only way he 
can retain the services of the man in his company is to 
make him a “non-com” and he is limited by law as to 
the number of those he may have. 

Nor does it seem exactly just to the private soldier. 
He, when he asked for assignment to a certain regiment, 
prebably did so for a reason best known to himself; has 
perhaps found strong ties in the regiment and is perfect- 
ly willing to “soldier” his three years out. All soldiers 
are not waiting for a chance to desert, the seemingly gen- 
eral idea to the contrary; and then, perhaps, will “take 
another blanket” in the same regiment. Now after a 
year or perhaps eighteen months of service in which he 
has done his duty, he is called upon to decide as to 
whether or not he will throw the time spent on this en- 
listment away, and start afresh, simply that he may go 
on foreign service with the regiment. 

Is that right? How many of your readers remember 
how long ago it was that it was the announced policy of 
the War Department that men assigned to a regiment 
must rise and fall with the fortunes of their regiment 
in regard to home and foreign service? Not so very long 
ago, unless I am mistaken. Why this change of policy? 
Is it in the interests of economy to save a few paltry 
dollars that Uncle Sam might be called upon to pay fo: 
transportation on final statements from Frisco to cities 
in the East? or what is the reason? Does any regimental 
or company commander want to land in Manila with, say 
5O per cent., of his enlisted force composed of recruits 
of perhaps three or four months’ service, and then try 
and lick his command into shape, perhaps in Samar or 
Mindanao, where he may be called upon to take the field 





at any moment? I think not. Why this anxiety to have 
men landed at Manila with two years and two months te 
serve, at least? Does the War Department think that a 
man will serve better there knowing that he has that 
time to do, than he would knowing that he had only a 
year or fourteeen months? Will not somebody explain 
this matter to the enlisted man, who is perhaps, ewing 
to his density, unable to understand it? And regimenta} 
and company commanders, think it over. Would you 
rather sail from ’Frisco with a command of men with 
from six months to thirty to do, contented, because they 
know that they are fulfilling their contract to the letter 
with the United States and that the United States is do- 
ing the same by them; or with a command composed of 
from 50 to 90 per cent. of a few months’ service; and 
your regiments and companies liable to go into action 
upon or shortly after arrival? 
PRIVATE OF INFANTRY. 
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THE DESERTER. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

The reason why so many men are discontented with 
the Army is the fact that the soldier is a social exile. 
The military atmosphere creates in his bosom a craving 
for which there is nothing in turn to satisfy. Military 
training ennobles the soul, subserves the character to 


duty, and develops self-mastery. But in the Army all 
these valuable influences are antagonized by an atmos- 
phere of another kind entirely. The soldier finds him- 
self in a position which he has learned to detest. There 
is a great deal of truth in the expression that “the Army 
will make a man or a thief out of you.” Those whose 
character is too unstable to subserve itself to duty under 
the trials of a soldier desert, naturally. 

What Regular has not experienced the desperate long- 
ings to free himself from his bonds of social serfdom? 
What soldier will deny having felt a love for the Army 
and at the same time a shiver at the thought of return- 
ing to it? During my service in the Regulars I learned 
to value manhood, crave respect, and “be somebody,” . 
and yet those very characteristics developed in me were 
the soul cause of my discontentment. 

The Regular is looked down upon by the higher 
classes in every community containing an Army garri- 
son. No sane man will deny that. Of course such a 
thing is a great injustice to the soldier. He knows that 
a hundred Regulars are much better men from every 
standpoint than the first hundred men, church goers and 
all, that you can pick up anywhere; and his manly breast 
resents this unjustness with the sternness characteristic 
of the soldier, and with feelings away down deep, deep, 
deep in a heart that none but the Regular can fathom. 

Since leaving the Army I have conversed with 347 
prospering ex-Regulars, out of whom 333 informed me 
that the sole cause of keeping them out of a second term 
of enlistment was the social exile; 300 of them had ex- 
perienced extreme inclinations to desert. 

While summary courts, unskilled mess management, 
and hard service are the apparent “surface indications” 
of causes for desertion, away down in the bottom of 
every true soldier heart will be found the sentiments of 
this letter. Long live the Army! 





SEcoND RELIEF. 


COUNTING THE COST OF WAR. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the Atlantic Monthly for April appeared an article 
on the cost of war. It did not require the pages devoted 
to this subject to prove that war is expensive. One item 
in the cost referred to by this author is the ‘‘value of the 
labor thus withdrawn from productive industry.” Pro- 
ductive of what, may we ask? Are the thousands of men 
in Harvard, Yale and Brown withdrawn from productive 
industry? Is Dartmouth less “productive” than a rolling 
mill? Is the “product” of Amherst of less “value” than 
that of a woolen factory? In Germany hundreds of thou- 
sands are “withdrawn,” yet it would be hard indeed to 
name a city there which is not far more flourishing than 
Albany or Omaha. 

If all soldiers and sailors were discharged and thrown 
into the labor market who would profit by it, corporations 
or the laboring men? Would the general standard of liv- 
ing be raised? 

Nobody is more willing to adopt arbitration than Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. General Miles has been accused of talk- 
ing too much; but in 1898 it was not he who clamored 
for war. 

If our people can be educated to disregard such mat- 
ters, war can be avoided easily enough. It could have 
been avoided in 1775 and 1861. But it remains to be 
seen whether arbitration can take its place. Yielding to 
the demands of the enemy is cheaper and still more ef- 
fective. By remaining quietly under English rule our 
forefathers possibly could have killed several birds with 
one stone, could have certainly avoided two wars and 
perhaps the great Civil War as well. The trouble is that 
our people are obstinate and refuse to count the “cost.” 
And there are no signs of change. Our last war was 
probably the most unnecessary of all. Was it any the 
less popular? The President being really the servant of 
the people, has to shape his course according to the will 
of the great majority. The writer of the article in the 
Atlantic himself would probably admit that this same ma- 
jority approved of war in every case. What remedy has 
been proposed? STATISTICIAN. 








_ ‘TRANSFER OF THE ARMY-NAVY GAME. 
To THE EpItTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Referring to the transfer of the Army and Navy foot- 
ball game from Philadelphia to Princeton, you say, edi- 


torially, in your issue of June 10, “it is to be deplored 
that so reputable a journal as the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger should attribute the change to the sordid motive 
of selfishness, its charge being that the new arrangement 
has been agreed upon for no other reason than that the 
cadets and midshipmen can get more tickets for free dis- 
tribution among their friends.” 

Well, is not this the only reason? I have never heard 
of any other reason being advanced by those advocating 
the transfer. It seems to me the Ledger states the case 
with absolute correctness. The ery of “More tickets!’ 
has been the slogan which has carried the day—at least, 
for the present—against every argument to the contrary. 

In my own opinion, and in the opinion of many Army 
and Navy officers, the change is a great mistake. I am 
inclined to think there will be plenty of tickets now, for 
the simple reason that many people who would like to 
see the game will remain at home hereafter rather than 
rut up with the many discomforts of a journey to and 
from Princeton. 

A MEMBER OF THE NAVY ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 
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That vetierable and picturesque military organization, 
the Ancient ahd Hotourable Artillery Company of Bos- 
ton, is in t®euble over the question of uniform. Some of 
its officers have claimed the privilege of appearing on 
parade in the uniform prescribed for the United States 
Army aiid the organized militia, and this has provoked 


a protest from various officers of the Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia, who declare that the use of the regu- 
lation uniform by the Ancient and Honourable is a dese- 
cration of the cloth. They point out, also, that it is a 
violation of the law of Massachusetts, which stipulates 
that the wniform prescribed by the Volunteer Militia 
shall bé wort otily by members of that organization or 
by those entitled to do so by commission from other 
States or from the United States, and that a violation 
of the act shall be punishable by a fine of $1,000. An 
officer of the Volunteer Militia has asked the Attorney 
General of the State for an opinion as to the right of 
the Ancient and Honourable Artillery to wear the regu- 
lat uniform, and a lively controversy is in prospect. The 
feeling of the Volunteer Militia on the subject is ex- 
préssed by one of its officers, Major Francis Dickinson, 
iti an interview in the Boston Herald, in which he says: 
“The fact is that in copying the regulation type of uni- 
form, the Ancient and Honourable Artillery not only 
violate the public law, but break as well the laws and 
regulations of their own company, which emphatically 
eall for outfits far different from the ones now in use. 
Colonel Hedges, commander of the Ancient and Honour- 
able, has done a wrong thing providing himself with a 
uniform identical with that of a colonel in the regular 
service and taking it along with him to the other side, 
where he has gone to be entertained by the London com- 
pany. Then there is the difficulty presented in the 
militia camps. The officers of the Ancients visit them 
frequently in uniform, The sentries know their own 
cupennee by the style of their uniforms and insignia. 
When Ancients loom up in similar rigs the men are 
naturally confused. I cite this as only one instance 
where the duplication of uniform is misleading and 
troublesome. To illustrate to what extent the whims 
carry some of them I might refer to our trip last fall 
to Fortress Monroe, when certain members took a fancy 
to the caps worn by the regular officers and equipped 
themselves with similar headgear. They adopt anything 
that pleases them. ‘This ought to stop.” 
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In a communication signed, “An Enlisted Man,” which 
appeared in the New York Herald of June 13, the writer 
severely condemned naval courts-martial, declaring that 
“their prated fairness is all rot,’ that the man taken 
before such a tribunal has no chance to prove his in- 
nocence atid that if present conditions continue the time 
will come when it will be impossible to man the Navy. 
In reply to these complaints a writer, who signs him- 
self ‘‘An Officer,” sends a letter to the Herald, which we 
commend to that large body of citizens who, through 
sympathy, permit themselves to receive as gospel truth 
every charge made by enlisted men of the Army or Navy 
against their superiors. ‘When an enlisted tian gets 
into trouble,” says “An Officer,” “the matter is brought 


- before the captain at the mast. ‘The man has a chance 


then and there to clear himself. If the matter is still 
uncertain, then specifications of offenses are served 
against the man at least twenty-four hours before his 
trial, and he is asked if he desires counsel. Specifications 
are never served unless the charges have good grounds. 
Ilaving personally served as a member of more than a 
hundred. cases of court-martial, I think I can reasonably 
state that most cases of court-martial are for men over- 
staying liberty, and they know the punishment they will 
get when they return. When the court meets the ac- 
cused is again asked if he desires counsel and if he is 
ready for trial and if he objects to any member of the 
court. He can question any witness for the prosecution 
and call witnesses for his defense or make any statement 
he desires for his own welfare. Even if the man pleads 
guilty the court considers him pleading not guilty, and 
the recorder acts as counsel for both prosecution and de- 
fense, so every bit of evidence on both sides of the case 
is brought before the court. If the civilian does not 
believe all this let him come on board any warship and 
be present when a court martial is in session. It being 
an open court, he can witness all the proceedings. Of 
all the cases I have seen about one per cent. of the 
men tried desired counsel and made statements, for in 
most cases any statements could only be detrimental to 
themselves, as they know they are in the wrong, and 
I have never heard a man growl.” 
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Although the new naval regulations have not left the 
bindery yet, objection has already been made to one of 
them. The new regulations provide that all correspond- 
ence to and from the fleet, whether adressed to or eman- 
ating from any bureau or from the Marine Corps with 
the sole exception of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, shall go through the Bureau of Navigation. In- 
deed, as originally drawn this bureau was included in 
the regulations, but Rear Admiral H, T. B. Harris, Pay- 
master General of the Navy, when informed of the pro- 
posed change, took the matter up with the Secretary, who 
agreed with him that this would involve serious delay in 
the transaction of the business of the bureau. Accord- 
ingly this modification was ordered. Some of the other 
bureaus are inclined to question the advisability of the 
new regulation and it is said that the Marine Corps are 
not in sympathy with it. It is pointed out that the Ma- 
rine Corps is more directly under the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy and that it really has very little to do 
with the Bureau of Navigation. ‘Were the staff system 
formally adopted,” said an officer who is opposed to the 
change, “there could be no objection, but the staff system 
has not been authorized, hence my objection to staff meth- 
ods.” It is undoubtedly true that the only object in the 
framing of this regulation was the expedition of business. 
There appears to be a difference of opinion as to whether 
the change will accomplish this. However, it is prob- 
able the new regulation will be given a fair trial before 
a modification is decided upon. 
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Concerning the present pistol holster, with the butt of 
the pistol to the front, an ordnance sergeant of the Army, 
who had thirteen years’ experience as a mounted soldier, 
says: “A pistol being carried by a mounted man, and 
strapped up to the height of the hip, as is necessary in 
the Army, has always a tendency to work itself back- 
ward; that is, around towards the trooper’s back; and if 
the butt is to the rear, then it is out of the reach of the 
trooper, both for raising or returning pistol. Even if the 
pistol shoyld stay at its proper place pt the hip, but with 
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the butt to the rear, it is hard for a man to raise his 
hand high enough on_horseback to get it out properly. 
Civilians, cowboys and other western men who carry the 
pistol with the butt to the rear let belt and holster hang 
correspondingly low, which up to the present time has 
not been permitted in the Army. It is almost impossible 
for a small or medium sized man to draw his pistol, same 
being at the height of the hip and somewhat worked back. 
However, with the butt of the pistol to the front, a man 
of any size can draw it, no matter how far the pistol has 
worked back during the faster gaits. I gave this matter 
much study years ago, and I found that careful and much 
instruction in the matter soon rendered recruits very 
proficient. The working back, the long barrel of the 
pistol, the small size of the man using it, and having it 
strapped as required, are factors which must be taken 
into serious consideration. Prior to joining the Army I 
carried the pistol, butt to the rear, but for Cavalry ser- 
vice I found it best to have the butt to the front, and a 
holster with a flap and button like the present make. I 
se —s much in favor of the present pattern of pistol 
olster. 
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The President on June 15 announced his decision in 
the case of Ist Lievt. Earle W. Tanner, 17th Inf., re- 
mitting the sentence of dismissal. Lieutenant Tanner 
was tried by court-martial in the Philippines, charged 
with a violation of the Sixty-first Article of War, that 
sentenced him to be dismissed. The Judge. Advocate 
General disapproved the sentence of dismissal as he could 
not find that the charge had been proven. The Chief of 
Staff recommended a loss of numbers. When the proceed- 
ings went to the President he carefully reviewed the en- 
tire case and the announcement of remittal of sentence 
was made in this ‘statement given out at the War Depart- 
ment: ‘In the foregoing case of 1st Lieut. Earle W. 
Tanner, 17th U.S. Inf., the findings of guilty as to the 
fifth and sixth specifications are disapproved. Although 
the testimony shows that the conduct of the accused was 
indiscreet and to some extent compromising, it does not 
appear that it was criminal to the degree which is indi- 
cated in the Article of War under which the charge was 
laid: as so qualified the findings as to the first and fourth 
specifications are approved. In view of the excellent mili- 
tary record of the accused, as testified to by his com- 
manding officers, and having regard to the voluntary and 
substantial sacrifice of military rank which was made by 
him in order to obtain the opportunity to take part in 
active operations in the Philippine Islands, the sentence 
imposed is remitted.’ 
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The report of the massacre of the German garrison, at 
Warmbad, in Southwest Africa, recalls the fact that Ger- 
many’s colonial enterprise in that part of the world has 
thus far been a dismal and costly failure. The present 


uprising of the warlike tribe of Hereros began in Janu- 
ary, 1904, having been provoked, it is said, by the harsh 
treatment of the natives by German officials, and has 
continued intermittently ever since, The natives consider 
that the treatment they receive at the hands of the Ger- 
mans is far harsher than that extended by British offi- 
cials to the natives in the neighboring territory of Cape 
Colony. The result has been a feeling of discontent and 
resentment which has to a great extent delayed if it has 
not defeated Germany’s ambitious project to establish a 
great and prosperous colony in Southwest Africa. The 
Hereros have engaged the German troops repeatedly in 
the last fifteen months and, by all accounts, have won at 
least as often as they have lost, although in the battle 
at Waterburg in August of last year they suffered a seri- 
ous reverse. It has been recognized in Berlin that the 
German forces now in the field are unable to deal effec- 
tively with the enemy, and if the garrison at Warmbad 
has been massacred, as reported, the effect will probably 
be to hasten the sending of reinforcements in sufficient 
numbers to prosecute a decisive campaign. 
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The following is a list of the candidates who success- 
fully passed the examination for second lieutenants in 
the U.S. Marine Corps: William W. Buckley, of Kan- 
sas; William C. Wise, jr., of Virginia ; William D. Smith, 
of Pennsylvania; Harold B. Pratt. of New York, and 
Randolph Coyle, of the District of Columbia. Philip 
Houston Torrey, of Montanna, and Benjamin B. Gossett 
will be commissioned on July 18, 1905, and Aug. 15, 
i905, respectively, the dates upon which they will attain 
the age required by law. Bennet Puryear, jr., of Texas, 
after undergoing an operation will be physically re-exam- 
ined and if qualified will be commissioned. Mr. Puryear 
passed number one professionally, and if he passes his 
physical examination will be so ranked. Mr. Torrey, 
however, who passed third, and Mr. Gossett who passed 
fourth, must take rank from the date of their commis- 
sions. Twenty-eight candidates appeared for the exami- 
nation; thirteen of these failed physically, but seventeen 
were allowed to take the mental examination. When the 
above eight successful candidates receive their commis- 
sion there will remain one vacancy in the grade of second 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps. 
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One of the amateur diplomats developed by our Civil 
War was a corn doctor who took advantage of the per- 
sonal relations with President Lincoln, resulting from the 
President’s employment of his professional service, to 
secure credentials as a peace commissioner to Richmond. 
But corn doctors are in less request since the shoemaker 
have learned how to make shoes and, not to be behind 
the rest of the world, our Quartermaster’s Department is 
proposing to experiment with what is known as the “Or- 
thopedic” last, which conforms to the shape of the march- 
ing foot. This experiment in common sense shoes has 
not been brought about by any complaint of the present 
type of marching shoe, but is ordered because of the wish 
of the Quartermaster’s Department to obtain. the very 
best marching shoe that can be made. The kid gymna- 
sium shoes now furnished to the enlisted men at least are 
neat in appearance and are found to be very comfortable. 
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In the case of Capt. George W. Kirkman, 25th Inf., 
who was first ordered tried by court-martial in Janu- 
ary last at Fort Niobrara, Neb., and subsequently by a 
second court convened at the same post, March, 1905, the 
proceedings of both courts were received and reviewed 
and the sentences awarded in both trials were approved 
by the President and ordered executed. The charges upon 
which he was tried by the first court were “conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman in violation of the 
61st Article of War,” and “conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline, in violation of the 
62d Article of War,” He was found guilty under both 








charges and sentenced to dismissal from the Service and 
confinement at hard labor in a penitentiary for two 
‘years. The second trial was upon charge in violation of 
the same articles of war and an additional offense under 
those charges was specified. He was found guilty by 
the court under both charges and sentenced to di 

from the Service and to be confined at hard labor in a 
penitentiary for one year. The punishment thus imposed by 
the two sentences is dismissal from the Army and con- 
finement at hard labor for three years in the United 
States. The penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., 
has been designated as the place of confinement. 
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An order will soon be issued from the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts providing that the keeping of elass 
ledgers ashore and afloat shall be discontinued. It wili 


be explained that the purpose of class ledger is, as stated 
in Article 1540, “to enable a succinct oral report to be 
made—the quarterly balance sheet—showing important 
facts in totalized form as to receipts and expenditures.” 
Such reports, however, have been found to be of no prac- 
tical use to the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, to 
which they are sent, and although the preservation of 
and adherence to classes for the purpose of grouping sim- 
ilar articles is altogether desirable, the bureau could see 
no necessity for a continuance of the keeping of class 
ledgers ashore and afloat. The change was not approved 
by the President in time to appear in the new regulations. 
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Bids were opened at the War Department this week 
for 15,000,000 rounds of small arms ammunition, caliber 
.30, for use in the Army rifles, The lowest bid received 
was that of the Blake Rifle Company, which was $33 
per 1,000. The Union Metallic Cartridge Company, the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Company and the United 
States Cartridge Company each submitted a bid of $42.50 
per 1,000. Bids were opened at the Bureau of Ordnance, 
War Department, this week, for the construction of one 
hundred and sixty-four caissons for Field Artillery, of 
the type with which the Army and militia are soon to 
be armed. There are four bidders, the bid of the Driggs- 
— Ordnance Corporation, $1,293 each, being the 
owest. 
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Contrary to the expectation of the Examining Board, 
of which Paymr. Harry KE. Biscoe is president, the phys- 
ical examination of the candidates has been completed 
within four days, and the professional examination was 
begun this week. An earlier report appearing on page 
1183 indicated that the physical examination would de- 
lay the professional examination until next week. At 
the navy yard, Mare Island, twelve candidates reported, 
of which number one failed physically. Of the sixty-one 
candidates who reported at the navy yard, Washington, 
fourteen failed physically. Fifty-eight candidates will 
be examined. There are thirty vacancies to be filled.

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Interesting reports have reached the War Department 
regarding the operation in the Russian army of military 
balloons. These reports, however, do not make clear just 
how successful these operations were. When the si 
corps station at Omaha, Neb., has been fully completed 
experiments will be made with balloon photography. The 
camera in a balloon, it is believed, can be used to great 
advantage in reconnaissance. Observers claim that it is 
possible with a telephoto lens to obtain the outline of a 
fortress, the number of guns and their positions, at a dis- 
tance of six miles. 
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Lieutenant General Chaffee, Chief of Staff, has re- 

ferred to the General Staff the report on the saber from 


the special committee of the General Staff, prepared some 

time ago. General Chaffee will not make public this re- 

port until it has been passed on by the General Staff. 

in its report the committee calls attention to the neces- 

sity for keeping the saber sharpened and recommends 

that a wooden instead of a metal scabbard be used.

The Examining Board, which has been for some time 
examining for promotion 1st Lieut. B. B. Woog, of the 
Marine Corps, against whom a number of reports had 
been made, has sent the report in this case to the office 
of the Judge Advocate General.

Barry, Col. John Van R. Hoff, Medical Department, and 
Capt. Sydney A. Cloman, all of the United States Army 
composing the American military mission which is pro- 
ceeding to Manchuria, where it will be attached to n- 
eral Linievitch’s headquarters. ;

A lieutenant and three men have died of the injuries 
they received by the explosion of a six-inch shell during 
gun practice June 13 on board the British battleship 
Magnificent. ‘The explosion is ascribed to the usual 
cause. When the cartridge missed fire the breech was 
opened prematurely to ascertain the cause, and the car- 
lees at Four officers and fourteen men were 
injured. 
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A despatch to Lloyd’s says that the Russian cruiser 
Don, formerly the North German Lloyd liner Kaiser 
Wilhelm, sank the German steamship Tetartos on May 
50, while she was on her way, with a cargo of wooden 
railroad ties, to Otaru from Tientsin, 
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The President has approved the sentence of dismissal 
imposed by court-martial in the case of 1st Lieut. Hans 
F. Weusthoff, Philippine Scouts, who was convicted by 
court-martial in the Philippines on the charge of embez- 
zlement of $700. 
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An important general order on Field Artillery organi- 
gation was issued at the War Department this week, 
which was forecasted in the JouRNAL of last week. The 


‘ order appears on page 1141 of this issue. 
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The British submarine boat A-8, which foundered. off

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RETIREMENT OF GENERAL GILLESPIE. 


Major Gen. George L. Gillespie, the junior major gen- 
eral of the Army and Assistant Chief of Staff, will upon 
his own request, be placed upon the retired list of the 
Army on June 17. General Gillespie has held the 
office of Assistant Chief of Staff since 1904, which office 
will now be filled by Major Gen. John C, Bates who was 
recently relieved from command of the Northern Division 
with headquarters at St. Louis. 


General Gillespie was born in Tennessee and was grad- 
uated from the Military Academy in June 1862. He was 
assigned to the Corps of Engineers and served in that de- 
partment of the Army until his detail to the General Staff 
in January 1904. He rose gradually in the Service and 
became Chief of Engineers in May, 1901, serving in that 
capacity nearly three years. General Gillespie was ap- 
pointed Acting Secretary of War by President’s order of 
Aug. 29, 1901, and was acting in that capacity at the 
time President McKinley was shot on the exposition 
grounds, Buffalo, N.Y., Sept. 6, 1901, also at the time of 
his death, Sept. 14, 1901 and had charge of the funeral 
ceremonies and was appointed one of the special guard 
of honor to accompany the remains to Canton, Ohio. 

General Gillespie was brevetted major April 7, 1862, for 
gallant and meritorious services in the o—_—— before 
Richmond and lieutenant colonel in April, 1 , for gal- 
lant services in the campaign from Winchester to Ap- 
pomattox Court House, and was awarded a Medal of 
Honor for most distinguished gallantry in action near 
Bethesda Church, Va., May 31, 1864. He served in the 
Maryland end Rappahannock campaigns (Army of the 
Potomac) from September, 1862, to June, 1863 ; in the 
Rapidan campaign to November, 1863; on recruiting ser- 
vice to May, 1864; in command of an engineer company, 
Richmond campaign to October, 1864; assistant engineer 
en the staff of Major General Sheridan, and chief engi- 
neer to June, 1865, being engaged in the combat~ at 
Waynesborough, March 2, 1865; action at Ashland, 
March 14, 15, 1865; battle of Dinwiddie C.H., March 31, 
1865: battle of Five Forks, April 1, 1865; battle of Saii- 
or’s Creek, April 6, 1865; action of Appomattox Station, 
April 8, 1865, and capitulation of. Appomattox C.H., 
April 9, 1865. He served as chief of engineers of the 
military division of the southwest to July, 1 ; of the 
military division of the gulf to August, 1866; of the De- 
partment of the Gulf to March, 1867, and of the Fifth 
Military District (Louisiana and Texas), to August, 
1867, assistant engineer at Portsmouth, N.H., and Bos- 
ton, Mass., to May, 1869; engineer of the 10th Light- 
house District and in charge of works at Buffalo, N.Y., 
to April, 1873: in charge of surveys of the battlefields 
of the Shenandoah Valley, with stations at Winchester, 
Va., and Chicago, Ill.. to May, 1874; chief engineer, 
headquarters military division Missouri at Chicago, II1., 
to May, 1877; on duty at Chicago IIl., to October, 1878: 
in charge of works at Portland, Ore., to July, 1881; at 
New York city to February, 1886; at Boston, Mass., to 
January, 1889; at New York city to May, 1901, and ap- 
pointed Chief of Engineers. 
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2D U.S. INFANTRY COAT OF ARMS. 


Col. F. W. Mansfield, 24 U.S. Inf., under date of 
Fort Logan, Col., May 30, 1905, officially announces the 
adoption of the following coat of arms of the 2d U.S. 
Infantry: Blazon.—‘An escutcheon, quarterly quartered : 
First, azure, a constellation of thirteen five-pointed stars, 
argent. Second, quarterly: First, argent, a sun in 
splendor between three five-pointed stars, proper; second, 
gules, six bows counter-palywise, three and three, or; 
third, gules, a castle triple towered, or, gated azure; 
fourth, vert, the arms of Mexico, argent. Third, party 
per pale. Dexter, gules, three lions, passant, gardant, in 
pale, or; sinister, argent, on on a saltier azure, thirteen 
five-pointed stars of the first. Fourth, paly of thirteen, 
argent and gules. Crest, an eagle with wings displayed, 
holding the escutcheon in both his talons, and in his 
beak a stroll, gules, bearing the words ‘2d U.S. Infantry,’ 
argent. Supporters, two wyverns proper, wings expand- 
ed, armed and langued gules. Below the escutcheon, a 
scroll azure, fretted with golden rod, or, and bearing the 
legend ‘MDCCXCI’ and the motto ‘Noli Me Tangere’ 
of the last. The whole in front of two flags, sal- 
tierwise, semi-flotant. proper, dexter the national, sin- 
ister the regimental flag, lances, or.” 

The design and blazon are by Capt. George C. Saffar- 
rans, adjutant 2d Inf. The first accurate illustration 
from the blazon was drawn in ink by ist Lieut. Philip 
J. Lauber, 2d Inf. A painting in oil was later made by 
Capt. John G. Workizer, 2d Inf. The first and fourth 
grand quarters are reserved for the regiment and the na- 
tion to which it owes allegiance, the first being taken 
from the crest of the official arms of the United States 
and the fourth from the escutcheon of the same arms. 
The second grand quarter, divided into four sub-quarters. 
embraces the representations of the less important wars 
in which the regiment participated, being, in the order of 
their position in the quarter—the Philippine Insurrec- 
ton, the six principal Indian wars, the war with Spain 
and the Mexican War. The third grand quarter symbolizes 
the two more important wars in which the existence of 
the union was jeopardized, viz., the War of 1812 and the 
War of Secession. 

The scroll beneath shows the date of organization of 
the regiment and its motto, “Noli Me Tangere.” This 
motto is an heirloom from the “Legion,” 1792-1796, to 
the use of which, by right of inheritance, the 1st, 3d and 
4th Regiments of Infantry share equally with the second. 
It has been used by the 2d Infantry almost continuously 
since the legion organization passed into history. It is 
engraved on the head of a drum major’s baton, presented 
to the regiment by Lieut. Col. Bennet Riley in 1847. The 
senl, consisting of the escutcheon, crest and motto (as 
illuminated above), will be used on stationery and official 
documents of the regiment. 
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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPiNES. 

Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippines Division, cables to the War Department from 
Manila under date of June 10: “Brig. Gen. William H. 
Carter, U.S.A., commanding the Department of the Vis- 
ayas, reports Capt. Cromwell Stacey, with eighty men, 
Company E, 21st Infantry, and 38th Company Philip- 
pine Scouts, surprised main camp Pulajanes, June 4, fif- 
teen miles southeast of Catubig. Daguhob, Pulajane chief, 
and forty Pulajanes killed; six captured. Arms and 
valuable records also captured. None killed on our side; 
two wounded, doing well. Daguhob’s death does away 
with most*troublesome fanatic jn the Island of Samar. 
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Operations being carried on in support of and in con- 
junction with civil authorities.” é 

Manila press despatches state that the Igorrotes in the 
province of Nueva Ecija recently went on a head-hunting 
expedition, on account of the decapitation of two Chris- 
tian Igorrotes. Eight heads were taken in retaliation. 
The constabulary quelled the trouble and separated the 
tribes. 

The Manila Times of June 15 stated that a letter had 
been received by the Catholic Society of the Philippines, 
purporting to be from President Roosevelt to Archbishop 
Ireland, announcing his intention to appoint Gen. James 
F. Smith, now connected with the civil government of 
the islands, to succeed Gen. Luke E. Wright as Governor 
of the Philippines. General Smith declares that the re- 
port is unfounded and Governor Wright, when he was 
questioned about it, said that the numerous published ru- 
mors that he would return to the United States, resign 
and run for Senator were emphatically not true. He 
said he would probably ask for a few months leave of ab- 
sence after the railroad bids had been opened in Novem- 
ber, when he will have completed three years of service 
without a vacation. 

M. Lamothe, the French Minister Resident in Cam- 
bodia, in an address before the Colonial Society in Paris 
on June 7, spoke in flattering terms of the American pol- 
icy in the Philippines. He dwelt upon the excellent 
civil administration and the widespread education of the 
natives. nanite 

Prof. Thomas W. Dennis, of the Educational Depart- 
ment of the Philippine government, who is in the United 
States on leave, says the Americanization of the islands 
through the school system is rapidly advancing. “The 
Educational Department,” he declares, “is a success. The 
Filipino student has made excellent progress in learning 
the English language, and I think I would be correct in 
saying that the average Filipino student is very nearly, if 
not quite, equal to the American student in learning 
English. From the best students we have developed a 
large force of Filipino teachers, and I think I am cor- 
rect in saying that many of these teachers are just as 
good in discipline, their method of teaching and advanc- 
ing their pupils as many American teachers. This teach- 
ing body is divided into primary and provincial teachers, 
the provincial teachers having passed a regular civil ser- 
vice examination.”

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Mrs. William Wells, widow of the late Major Gen. 
William Wells, who, during the war for the Union, served 
as colonel of the 1st Vermont Cavalry, then as general, 
commanding the 2d Brigade, 2d Division, Sheridan's 
Cavalry Corps, Army of the Potomac (Custer’s), and 
was the last commander of the Cavalry Corps of the 
Army of the Potomac, died of apoplexy at her home 
in Burlington, Vt., June 10. Mrs. Wells, whose maiden 
name was Arahanna Richardson, was the daughter of 
Fdwin and Sarah Richardson, of Fitchburg, Mass., where 
she was born July 20, 1845. Her life was spent in her 
native town until the time of her marriage to Major 
General Wells, which occurred in Fitchburg in January, 
1866. This was just after the expiration of the period 
of the former’s military service during which he partici- 
pated in seventy Cavalry engagements, besides winning 
a Medal of Honor from Congress for ae gal- 
lantry at the battle of Gettysburg, July 3, 1863.” Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Wells took up their home in Waterbury, 
where he became engaged with his father, William W. 
Wells, in the wholesale drug business. The enterprise 
was moved to Burlington in 1868 and became in 1872 
We'ls, Richardson and Company. General Wells also 
became prominent in political affairs. His death oc- 
curred April 29, 1892. Two children were born to Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Wells, Frank R. Wells, of Burlington, 
and Mrs. H. Nelson Jackson, who resided with her 
mother. She also leaves one brother, John F. Richard- 
son, of Redlands, Cal. ‘‘Mrs, Wells,” writes a correspond- 
ent, “was a lady of gracious and attractive personality, 
of domestic tastes, with a great aversion to publicity in 
any form. ‘To charitable enterprises she gave liberally. 
The news of her death will be received with sorrow by a 
wide circle of friends.” 


Former Drum Major George W. Hill, of the 9th N.Y., 
one of the best known drum majors in the United States, 
died at his home in New York city, June 12, from apo- 
plexy. He was born at West Point, N.Y., and enlisted 
in the Civil War as a drummer boy and was mustered 
out a drum major.

Gen. Piet A. Cronje, the Boer leader whose gallant 
stand at Paardeberg was one of the dramatic events of 
the war in South Africa, and who is now appearing in 
a military spectacle at Brighton Beach and has been se- 
verely criticized for so doing, has sent a pathetic letter of 
defense to the New York Sun, General Cronje explains 
that he is not a soldier, but a citizen who at the end of 
the war in defense of his native land in which he bore 
such a gallant part, found himself a prisoner at St. He- 
lena. “When I returned to the Transvaal,” he adds, af- 
ter the conclusion of the war, I found nothing but deso- 
lation and ruin. My country was still black with cinders. 
and stained with blood.. In the battle of Paardeberg my 
wife was wounded as she fought in the trenches. That 
wound bled out from my heart. I thought I had felt 
the worst pain. Alas, when I saw the scarred face of 
my poor country the wound in my heart opened and bled 
out my hope. I looked into my dear old wife’s careworn 
face and then across the mired veld. I could not help 
it. I cried. Since that day I have not been able t> 
stand straight. I was old and weak, hungry and home- 
less. My children had all died in defense of our country. 
There we stood, my wife and I, supporting each other in 
our misery. How lonely we were. How much alone. I 
was too old to fight again and strike another blow for our 
liberty. Too old to walk behind the plow. Almost too 
old to live. My countrymen saw my tears. They offered 
to help me out of their scanty cupboards. They were as 
poor as I. I was so old, but not too old to earn a living 
if the opportunity offered. That opportunity came from 
Capt. A. W. Lewis, who asked me to join the Boer War 
exhibition.” 
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STRATEGY AND PEACE TRAINING. 
‘To THE Epiror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Buffalo, N.Y., June 14, 1905. 
I read your criticism of a letter to the New York 
Sun by “A Militiaman,” and I think you hit the nai? 


squarely on the head. We have altogether too many 
people in this country who think that a man is a soldier 
the moment he dons a uniform and shoulders a musket. 
It is now pretty well known how carefully the Japanese 
government has trained its men in time of peace—when 
there was plenty of time to look after everything and 
to see that each man thoroughly understood his lesson. 
1 wonder if it ever occurred to “Militiaman” that the 
Government at Washington was incompetent, instead of 
the generals, during the Civil War, who were compelled 
to conduct operations of war according to the notions of 
civilians rather than military considerations: there are 
hundreds, if not thousands, of soldiers in the militia or 
National Guard who have no conception of strategy. 
It is only recently that I talked with an officer of the 
Guard about this very question: he claimed that it was 
only necessary to use a little “hard sense” (?) I asked 
him how it was possible to use “hard sense” without a 
knowledge of the principles of strategy, to which he made 
no reply. 

There is one valuable lesson to be drawn from the 
Japanese: this is their absolute secrecy in regard to their 
movements, but I will venture the assertion that it 
would be absolutely out of the question to squelch the 
press in this country, as it has been done in Japan. The 
most powerful pressure would be brought to bear upon 
the War Department to set aside the wishes of the gen- 
erals in the field in regard to newspaper men. While 
the Japs have lost heavily, those losses have been in- 
curred legitimately and not through any information 
given out by newspapers, as occurred thousands of times 
during the Civil War and would occur again in case of 
war. 

But the time will never come, in this country, when 
our people will be brought to take a good common sense 
view of military affairs. I have often seen intelligent 
people laugh at soldiers engaged in drilling. If you ask 
them what they see to laugh at nine times out of ten they 
will say that “it looks so silly, don’t you know.” 

Here is still another hard nut to crack! Why was it 
that the newspapers raised such a breeze about General 
Smith’s operations in Samar, and, in contrast to this 
note the praises of the game papers handed out to 
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General Wood, who was obliged to adopt the same 
tactics? 

In case we should have a great war I should like to 
see some of the “louder” newspaper men placed on the 
skirmish line where they -would be compelled to do some- 
thing else besides criticising things they know nothing 
about.

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ATHLETIC MEET AT PLATTSBURG BARRACKS. 


The report of Lieutenant Michaelis, superintendent of 
athletics, covering the athletic carnival recently held in 
the gymnasium of Plattsburg Barracks, shows that that 
post and Fort Ethan Allen have some of the best ath- 
jJetes in the Army.

moreaux. 

“The evening’s entertainment was closed with two 
rounds between Geiger, of the Cavalry, and McDowell, of 
the Infantry, heavy-weights. Geiger was much more 
skilful, and floored the Infantryman with a right hand 
swing to the jaw. 

“The success of the carnival is due almost entirely to 
the energy and work of Lieut. O. E. Michaelis, athletic 
instructor of the 5th Infantry. He never does things by 
halves, and it has on more than one occasion here been 
due to his energetic work that events in which he took 
an interest were carried through to a successful finish.” 

The contests and summaries follow: High jump: Nor- 
man, of Troop B, 15th Cav., cleared 5 ft. 3 ins., and re- 
tired, satisfied with third honors; Sullivan, Co. B, 5th 
Inf., cleared 5 ft. 7 ins.; Weidman, Troop A, 15th Cav., 
holder of the department record of 5 ft. 4 ins., was in a 
class by himself, and finally cleared 5 ft. 10 ins., es- 
tablishing a new Army record. The half-mile run easily 
fell to Yerden, 5th Inf., who thus won all the distance 
events; time, 2.23 4-5; Pino second, Brady third. McManus, 
of the Infantry, and Mitchell, of the Cavalry, then 
stripped for the middle-weight sparring contest, and al- 
though McManus was full twenty pounds lighter, he won 
the decision. The exhibitions were as follows: Butts’ 
Manual, calisthenics. Indian club swing;ing, contortionists, 
horizontal bars, parallel bars, tumbling, side horse, broad 
sword. 

The organizations participating were: 5th Infantry, 
Plattsburg Barracks; 15th Cavalry, 23d and 27th Batteries, 
Field Art., Fort Ethan Allen. 

In the 40-yard dash Private Sullivan, Co. B, 5th Inf., 
equaled the world’s record of 4 3-5 secs. In the rope- 
climbing Private Satterlee, Co. G, 5th Inf., made the 
climb in eight seconds, only 1 2-5 seconds below the 
world’s record. The time made in the runs was excep- 
tionally fast. The track is sixteen laps to the mile; 
there are no raised corners, and the men were not al- 
lowed to run in spiked shoes; so the time made was 
phenomenal, to say the least. 

There were twelve starters in the mile run, eight in 
the half-mile, nine in the quarter-mile, nine in the 40- 
yard dash, twelve in the potato race, eight in the rope 
elimb, and six in the high jump. The 5th Infantry won 
first place in five of the seven events on the program, the 
other two being carried off by the 15th Cavalry, the Ar- 
tillerymen failing to capture any first prizes. 

Lieut. Charles Burnett, 15th Cav., superintendent of 
athletics at Fort Ethan Allen, brought over a large de- 
tachment of men, and they showed the result of his 
eareful training and instruction. Private Yerden, one of 
Lieutenant Michaelis’s protegés, gives promise of de- 
veloping into a very remarkable athlete, as he captured 





first place in the quarter-mile, half-mile and mile races, 


all requiring different gaits.

A movement has already been started to have some 
athletic contests on a very elaborate scale this summer 
between the athletes of the two posts, and it may be 
confidently predicted that if such a meeting takes place 
a great many new Army records will be established.

For 9,000 yards the calculation was twenty 12-inch 
shots and thirty 10-inch shots against a battleship for 
10,000 yards, thirty 12-inch and fifty 10-inch shots. For 
an unarmored cruiser the calculation for 9,000 yards was 
twenty 12-inch or 10-inch shots, for 10,000 thirty of either, 
and for 11,000 yards sixty 12-inch shots. 

The table of Colonel Potts-is based upon these as- 
sumptions: That sixty per cent. of the shots from 10-inch 
and 12-inch guns for ranges up to 4,000 yards are hits, 
fifty per cent. for 6,000 yards, twenty-five per cent. for 
8,000 yards, ten per cent. for 10,000 yards, and five per 
cent. for 11,000 yards, the 10-inch guns not reaching the 
latter range. That one shot out of three will reach a 
vital section of a warship so as to put it out of action. 
It is assumed that calibers smaller than 6-inch cannot 
put.a battleship or armored cruiser out of action at any 
range, but that when used in connection with guns of 
heavier caliber their effect is to keep down the fire of the 
ship’s guns, and in this way have a disabling power as 
shown in the table. The extra weight of metal in the 
12-inch does not give it any advantage in destructive 
power against unarmored vessels. For the 8-inch and 
6-inch guns the percentage of hits is assumed to be 
sixty per cent. up to 4,000 yards, forty per cent. at 6,000 
yards, and ten per cent. at 7,500 yards. For the 5-inch 
and 4.7-inch fifty per cent. up to 3,500 yards; twenty-five 
per cent. at 5,000, and ten per cent. at 6,000 yards. For 
the 3-inch gun the percentage is fifty up to 2,000 yards, 
twenty-five at 3,000 yards, and ten at 5,000 yards; for the 
6-pounder, fifty at 1,000, and twenty-five at 2,000 yards. 
For mortars the percentage of hits, for all ranges be- 
tween 2,500 yards and 11,000 yards, is fifty per cent. per 
volley of eight mortars. That is, it requires two volleys 
from a mortar battery of eight mortars to insure one hit, 
but as there is more than an even chance that any shell 
from a mortar hitting any part of a ship will hit a vital 
part and thus put it out, it is assumed that it only takes 
two hits to put a ship out. Hence four volleys from a 
mortar battery of eight mortars are required to put a 
warship of any class out. 





May 2, 195, a committee consisting of Major D. D. 
Gaillard, General Staff, and Capt. J. C. Gilmore, jr., 
Artillery Corps, is hereby constituted to report to the 
president of the Army War College, aiter conference with 
the officers of the Office of the Chief of Artillery, as to 
pot if any, modifications should be made in the above 
able. 

In a report, dated May 24, this board, after quoting at 
length from the rules for conducting the joint operations, 
record the following conclusions: ‘(7) It appears that, 
under adopted rules: (a) Fire commanders only are em- 
powered to decide when ships are to be considered out of 
action. (b) The commander-in-chief and commanding 
officers afloat will exercise the same prerogative in re- 
gard to the elements of the land defense. (c) It is stated 
in the rules that no attempt has been made to give values 
in points to n fire. The committee is therefore of the 
opinion, in, view of what precedes, that it is inadvisable 
for the Army. War College to approve any fixed ‘table 
giving the number of shots necessary to put out of action 
a battleship cruiser, etc., at various ranges.” 

This is followed by the following endorsement of Capt. 
C. S. Sperry, U.S.N., president of the Naval War College, 
dated May 29, 1905:

PROVISIONAL FIELD ARTILLERY REGIMENTS. 


G.O. 89, JUNE 14, 195, WAR DEPARTMENT. 
By direction of the President, the following order is 
published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned: 


For the purpose of instructing the fiela artillery in 
modern tactical methods it is directed that two provis- 
ional field artillery regiments be organized as follows: 

First Provisional Regiment, Field Artillery, to be com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Sydney W. Taylor, Art. Corps, 
will be the provisional regiment organized by Par. 6, 
G.O. No. 152, W.D., Sept. 14, 1904, the batteries of which, 
_with the exception of the 16th (siege), will be assembled 
at Fort Riley, Kas., on Aug. 1, next, on which date the 
battalion organization prescribed by G.O. No. 132, W.D., 

, 1904, for the batteries of this regiment will be temporarily 
suspended and they will be organized into three provis- 
ional battalions of two batteries each, as follows: 

First Provisional Battalion: Major Granger Adams, Art. 
Corps, commanding; 7th and 20th Batteries (horse), Field

Second Provisional Battalion: Major William H, Coffin, 
Art. Corps, commanding; 6th and 19th Batteries, Field

The 16th Battery (siege) will not be included in the 
mobilization of this regiment.

The provisional regiments will remain in camp ‘until 
Nov. 1, 1905, at which time the 2d Regiment will be dis- 
banded, and the 2d, 6th and 10th Batteries, Field Art., 
will return to their proper stations. The 2th Battery 
belonging to the ist Provisional Regiment will also re- 
turn to its station on this date. 

It will be assumed by the regimental commanders that 
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the batteries of their respective regiments have been 
fully instructed in accordance with the pr of in- 
struction for field batteries, as prescribed in G.O. No. 71 
H.Q.A., A.G.O., May 14, 1908, and therefore no time should 
be spent on battery instruction. Sufficient time, however, 
will be allowed the battery commanders in which to in- 
struct their men in the handling and care of the new 
material, and schools of the cannoneer. All instruction, 
with the above exception, will be by the regiment or bat- 
talion. If, however, it should be found by the regimental 
commander that any battery is deficient in battery in- 
struction he may direct that battery instruction be given 
it outside of regular drill hours, which instruction shall 
be in addition to the regular drills required. At least 75 
per cent. of the time available will be devoted to regi- 
mental instruction. In a general way the instruction will 
be limited to. what is needed to teach the field artillery to 
operate in large units in the field and to solve the prob- 
lems which they may reasonably expect to be confronted 
with in the event of actual hostilities. 

Special attention will be given to the following subjects 
of instruction: Preparation for action, fire control, loca- 
tion and change of position, replacement of ammunition, 
marches, field practice, and target practice. 

Drill on parade ground will be confined to simple move- 
ments necessary for ceremonies. The allowance of am- 
munition for service practice of the batteries of these 
regiments will be expended at regimental and battalion 
target practice under the direction of the regimental com- 
mander. Rules for this practice will be communicated 
at some later date to the regimental commanders. 

For the purpose of testing the material, the provisional 
regiment at Fort Riley, Kas., will during the period of 
instruction make a practice march of at least 200 miles. 
During this march a full supply of ammunition will be 
carried in the limbers and caissons, and at its completion 
the regimental commander will make a full report to the 
Chief of Artillery, giving in detail any defects noticed 
and suggesting any changes which he may think advis- 
able, either with material or organization.

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It has been decided, after a conference between of- 
ficials of the State and Navy Departments, that the 
squadron of American warships which will bring home 
the body of John Paul Jones shall receive it at Cher- 
bourg.. The exact date has not been fixed, but will prob- 
ably be early in July. The squadron, in command of 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee and consisting of the cruisers 
Brooklyn, Tacoma, Chattanooga and Galveston, and a 
collier, will sail from this country about June 18. In- 
formation came from the French authorities that the 
American warships might make use of the harbor at 
Cherbourg. Havre was contemplated for some time, but 
on account of the poor dockage facilities, was not selected.

of that city. 
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THE RUSSIAN VIEW. 


We cannot pretend to such an intimate acquaintance 
with the confidential correspondence between our Presi- 
dent and foreign sovereigns on the subject of peace 
between Russia and Japan as is shown by our con- 
temporaries of the daily press, and we must therefore 
draw upon the imagination to determine what sort of a 
response the Czar will make to President Roosevelt’s 
overtures for peace. If he were to speak with entire 
freedom and frankness we might assume that Nicholas 
II. would write somewhat as follows to Theodore Roose- 
velt: 

Great and Good Friend: It is hardly necessary for me 
to assure you of the sincerity with which I welcome your 
disinterested efforts to establish peace between my Em- 
pire and that of Japan. With me, as you will remember, 
originated the movement which has resulted in the 
establishment of the Court of Arbitration at The Hague 
and a reference to the reports of the conference on 
arbitration at Lake Mohonk will show that the Chaplain 
of the United States Senate, Rev. Edward Everett Hale, 
and other distinguished apostles of the gospel of arbitra- 
tion, have welcomed me as one of their disciples and. 
bestowed upon me unstinted praise for what they are 
pleased to regard as my important contributions to the 
work of establishing universal peace. 

You will also remember that I alone, among all the 
rulers of great nations, yourself included, have urged the 
principle of disarmament. Can there be any question 
as to my sincerity in this, when it is observed that even 
under the stress of war, the number of my ships an1 
guns has been constantly decreasing, while those of 
Japan have been multiplying? 

I cannot doubt that whatever proposals for peace may 
come from Japan under your inspiration will be such as 
I can listen to with self-respect, for they will be in ac- 
cordance with the precedents set by your great country 
under like circumstances. When the fortunes of war 
disposed Mexico to enter into the treaty of peace which 
has resulted in such happy concord between your neigh- 
boring States, no question of indemnity arose to disturb 
the progress of your negotiations. Indeed, in the pur- 
chase of the portion of Mexican territory known as the 
“Gadsden purchase,” which you might have obtained by 
conquest, you not only relieved Mexico of the task of 
carrying on war against the troublesome Apaches, but 
you actually paid her for the privileges of doing so. Like 
magnaninity was shown in your dealings with the 
proud Castilian, and the path to the peace with Spain, 
which has rgsulted so happily, was smoothed by your 
contribution of $20,000,000 toward the expenses of war 
incurred by Spain. Not only this, but at your own ex- 
pense you transported to Spain the troops left in Cuba, 
and by the valor of your arms, and at much cost to your 
treasury, you restored to their homes the Spanish citi- 
zens held in captivity by the Filipinos. 

If, guided by your example, and controlled by your 
advice, Japan should show a like generous spirit in deal- 
ing with Russia, I do not doubt that terms of peace can , 
be agreed upon, and as the indemnity received by us 
from Japan should be as large in proportion to the ex- 
penses we have incurred for war as that you paid Spain, 
we shall be relieved in very considerable measure from 
the burden of debt we have incurred. 

The question of indemnity thus happily settled, there 
need be no difficulty in determining on the other condi- 
tions of peace. Japan will no doubt deal with Korea as 
you have dealt with Cuba, and as neither of us claims 
any sovereignty over Manchuria, there should be no delay 
in reaching a joint agreement as to maintenance of 
Chinese authority there. 

If, however, it should unhappily be found that Japan 
was unwilling to be guided by your illustrious example 
in its propositions for peace, we are sure that her un- 
willingness to accept it will establish a new bond of 
sympathy between Russia and America, and that we 
shall receive further proof of that sincere friendship be- 
tween our two Empires which had its illustration in the 
course taken by Russia at the time European states 
were proposing to combine against the United States, 
and in the transfer to you for a nominal sum of the terri- 
tory from which you have already gleaned $120,000,000 
in gold, besides much wealth in other forms, and the 
value of which, were it still in the possession of Russia, 
would more than equal the expenses we are at present 
incurring in our war against the Asiatic. 

In continuing to prosecute the war we shall be cheered 
by the prospect of success which is suggested by your il- 
luminating experience. We do not forget with what per- 
sistent energy for four years you waged war for the res- 
toration of your authority over the territory which was for 
a time wrested from your control. There is nothing in the 
circumstances of Russia to-day which suggests such dis- 
couragements as those you so bravely overcome. Thus far 
we have been able to obtain what money we have needed 
at a small discount from par, whereas your obligations at 
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the height of your War of the Rebellion were selling for 
less than forty cents on the dollar, and they were subject 
to interest charges as high as seven per cent., while 
in no case are we required to pay over five per cent. 
And were you not at that time subjected, as we are now, 
to the criticism of most of the Huropean powers, your 
kinsmen of England included? Was not your war re- 
garded as a failure by those claiming to be most com- 
petent to decide as to this? Did not England and France 
assist in aiding your enemies on the sea? 

If Russia has her internal dissensions, of which so 
much is said abroad; do they any more endanger her 
success than did the machinations of the copperheads of 
your great war, or those of the secret societies that had 
their seat in your northwestern States, and in the efforts 
of a great party to wrest control from Lincoln on the 
theory that the war was a failure? 

Surely, if you triumphed over all your enemies then, 
why should not Russia do so now, inspired as she is by 
your example and cheered as she will be by the sincere 
sympathy which is born of a kindred experience. Is 
there any greater evidence of popular discontent in 
Russia than such as your annals show? Is the assas- 
sination of a Czar any more proof of this discontent 
and of the unpopularity of his government than the 
assassination of a President? And were your Lincoln, 
your Garfield and your McKinley special illustrations 
of despotic authority? Why is a workman’s demonstra- 
tion which your papers describe as a revolution when 
it occurs in St. Petersburg known as a labor strike in 
Chicago and in the coal regions of Pennsylvania? And 
if the incendiary declarations which accompanied the 
St. Petersburg outbreak are to be taken as a protest 
against autocracy, are the precisely similar declarations 
you were obliged to listen to in Chicago to be accepted 
as an indication of discontent with democracy? I find 
no evidence that it is your habit to permit disorderly 
and armed mobs to gather in front of the White House to 
demand instant action on questions that require deliber- 
ate consideration; is it reasonable to ask that we should 
permit such demonstrations in Russia? Our methods in 
dealing with mobs may differ from yours, but the sting 
of a Cossack whip is no more humiliating and much less 
disabling than the blow of a policeman’s night-stick. 

We hear much from America of the arbitrary arrest 
in Russia of those opposed to; the Government, but do 
you forget that during the War of the Rebellion two 
hundred and sixty thousand of your citizens were the sub- 
jects of “arbitrary” arrests without benefit of habeas cor- 
pus or a trial by jury? The authority for this statement 
is found in the recently published life of your War 
Secretary, Stanton. In this its author, Mr. Flower, 
says (Page 133): “Rank or station was no shield. When 
there was a report that Gen. Judson Kilpatrick had 
siezed livestock in Virginia and converted forage to his 
private use, Stanton jerked him into the Old Capitol 
prison at Washington before he could write an explana- 
tion. General Custer went over the same route at the 
same pace on a similar charge.” 

And there is the story of your General Stone, told at 
length in the same volume, who, in spite of the fact that 
he was a graduate of your Military Academy, and has 
been shown to be an able and patriotic soldier, was kept 
in prison for six months and then discharged, without 
explanation, without a trial, or the presentation of any 
allegation against him. 

You were fortunate enough to secure enduring peace 
throughout your territory, as the result of war, as Rus- 
sia will do, and at the same time you secured through 
war a result which Russia was able to obtain without 
war, and that was the emancipation of your servile popu- 
lation. And in charity you should remember that if 
the emancipation of your slaves has brought to you the 
perplexing question of their education and establishment 
in good citizenship, of like nature, no less perplexing 
and of far greater magnitude, is the question of elevat- 
ing the Russian serf, recently relieved from the position 
of child-like dependence upon a master. That his re- 
lations to those who have been accustomed to regard 
him as an inferior should not at once be adjusted is cer- 
tainly no more strange than that your slaves and their 
old masters should not come at once into full concord. 
Admit if we must that the Russian serfs have been 
subjected to the injustice which, as all human ex;eri- 
ence shows, is inseparable from the relation of the weak 
to the strong, their harsh treatment has never gone to 
the extent of burning them at the stake and distributing 
their remains as relics to the spectators of the execution. 

Russia rests content in the assurance that the Presi- 
dent of the Great Republic is one versed in history, who 
has knowledge of the difficulties attending the administra- 
tion of government and the impossibility of realizing in 
practice the ideals of the enthusiasts. If the charge is 
brought by your people that there is corruption in Rus- 
sia, their attention may profitably be directed to the 
stories with which your papers are filled concerning cor- 
ruption in municipal government, the postoflice frauds 
which have landed some of your federal officials in 
prison, and the stories of “frenzied finance” which are 
held to reveal a conspiracy of dishonor which no Euro- 
pean nation can more than rival. If I am to accept 
these reports as to your conditions I may perhaps be 
tempted to say with the Pharisee, “I thank Thee that 
I am not as other men are.” 

When your people recall, not only the history of your 
great war, but the fact that France did not make peace 
with Germany until her army with their Emperor at 
its head was forced to surrender at Sedan and her capita} 
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city had been captured after a long siege, so that the 
German Emperor was able to dictate terms of peace 
from Versailles, they will hardly expect that a great 
and proud empire like that of Russia will yield to an 
enemy who has not thus far been able to land a soldier 
upon her territory, or to accept any terms of peace except 
such as are a counterpart of those magnanimous America 
has always been ready to accord under like circumstances, 
and which, I am sure, are such, and only such, as you, 
my Great and Good Friend, could sanction. 

Past experience has given the friendship of America 
a sentimental value in our eyes. We see nothing in the 
expansion of Russia toward the Pacific that threatens 
your peace, but can the same thing be said in the case 
of Japan? When have the European and the Asiatic 
ever dwelt together except in the relation of conqueror 
and conquered? Is there nothing ominous in the declara- 
tion of the late Prof. O. C. Marsh that dominance of 
races is determined by weight of brain and that while 
the European brain exceeds in weight all others, it is in- 
ferior to that of the Japanese? ‘This statement, be it 
remembered, was made before the present war, and even 
before the war between Japan and China, and it was 
purely a scientific deduction.

LESSONS OF JAPAN’S SEA FIGHT. 

It seems to us that, while the most obvious fact in 
the fight in the Sea of Japan is the superiority of the 
Japanese gunnery over the Russian naval gunnery, yet, 
that there are other causes just as important, which led 





to the defeat of the Russians; so that it would not . 


be fair, as so many do, to charge the entire defeat 
against the account of the poor sailors who stood behind 
the guns. Inasmuch as we are now well on the way to 
improve our gunnery, and as we do not need to be 
convinced as to the necessity of good gunnery, the 
most important fact to consider, is not so much the 
superiority of the Japanese in any way, as the extraor- 
dinary deficiency of the Russians in what Commander 
Fiske, in his prize essay, called ‘‘Admiralship.” 

The common men of all nations do not differ greatly 
one from another. The common Englishman is very little 
better than the common Chinaman, or the Zulu. It is 
only when we get to the higher development of men, 
that we find national characteristics to be very im- 
portant; for while we find the common men of all nations 
very nearly the same, it is only in highly civilized na- 
tions that we find people like Theodore Roosevelt, Ad- 
miral Dewey, and so forth. In other words, one of the 
greatest characteristics of a country, as of an individual, 
is the extent to which he can be developed; and we all 
know that men in high position are often not developed 
so far beyond men in low position as the difference 
in rank and income would seem to warrant. Because 
Rockefeller receives one million times as much income as 
some other man does not prove that he is one million 
times as good a man. In any great organization the 
hardest thing to do is to get men for the high positions 
who have attainments on a par with those positions; and 
it is right here that the Russians made their war a fail- 
ure. The Russian sailors were able to handle their guns, 
coal passers their coal, and the engineers their engines 
with a greater skill than that with which the commander- 
in-chief handled his fleet! The Russians seem to have 
been able to get their common men to do their work with 
a somewhat reasonable amount of success, and yet not 
to have been able to develop a man fit to be an ad- 
miral. 

We do not wish our Navy to fail because we cannot 
develop high enough. We do not wish to have the good 
work of all our gunners and coal passers brought to 
naught because we cannot develop an admiral. 

Of course, the Japanese and the Russians attacked 
each other’s flagships. Even the Russians were not fools 
enough to fail to do this. The flagship is the very brain 
and nerve center of the fleet. It is because of his recog- 
nition of this fact that Commander Fiske argued that 
the brain center should have, at least, a little more pro- 
tection than is given the other parts of the fleet! The 
Russians say that the Russian fleet did very well until 
the admiral’s flagship was disabled, and he no longer 
could exercise command. Confusion, of course, fol- 
lowed. 

It would appear that the very first move which Admiral 
Rojestvensky made lost him the battle; and that it was 
a strategic blunder of the first order—that of entering 
the straits in foggy weather. It may be said that it was 
as bad for the Japanese as for the Russians to have the 
fog; but this is not so, because, although the fog did 
bother the Japanese a little, it bothered them much less 
than it did the Russians, for the reason that they were 
very familiar with the locality, and the Russians were 
not. The Russians were rich in battleships and the 
Japanese in torpedoboats; and fog, as between battle- 


‘ships and torpedoboats, is favorable to torpedoboats. 


The next blunder which the admiral made was a tactical 
one; that of advancing in column, and of remaining 
in column, although the enemy had T’d him directly 
ahead. It seems clear, that the Japanese, after having 
concentrated their fire on the leading ships of the Rus- 
sians, formed column and ran along parallel with the 
Russians, but a little ahead; concentrating their fire on 
the leading ship until it was disabled and doing just 
as it has been suggested the faster fleet would do in a 
battle. If the Russian admiral, instead of remaining 
in column, had thrown his battleships front into line, 
with the cruisers behind, and his own flagship behind, he 
might have shoved his way through by main strength, 


The Japanese torpedo boats could have done little against 
him; and the Japanese battleships could have done noth- 
ing, except keep ahead of him and fire astern. But, what 
the Russian admiral did, was to keep his ships in column 
until he was thrown into utter confusion, offering the 
very best target to the torpedoes of the enemy, and allow- 
ing himself to be whittled down, beginning with the 
forward ship and working toward the rear. 

As Commander Fiske so well said, “Mere bravery, un- 
less wisely directed, means useless slaughter.” The 
Russians were brave enough, but their bravery was worse 
than useless, as it simply resulted in the Joss of their 
entire fleet. If the whole Russian fleet had been manned 
by cowards, and had turned tail and run away, it 
would have been better for Russia, at least materially 
speaking. And we, in our Navy, give no rewards for any- 
thing except bravery! 

This wonderfully complete battle, the completest na- 
val battle ever. fought, seems to bring out two other 
facts very prominently: (1) The value of absolute ex- 
perience in battle, which factor was as powerful as any 
other in defeating the Russians; (2) The fact that there 
should be no further question as to whether we need 
battleships or torpedoes; this battle shows that we need 
battleships and torpedoes,

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With the solemn declaration of the Norwegian parlia- 
ment or Storthing, as it is called, on June 7, that the 
union between Norway and Sweden was dissolved and 
that the King of Sweden was no longer King of Norway, 
the last-named country, for the first time in half a thou- 
sand years, becomes an independent nation. This dra- 
matic but bloodless severance of a relation established 
in 1818, through force of arms by the Frenchman, 
Rernadotte, who ascended the throne as Charles XIV., 
is the final result of influences aroused in Norway by his 
arbitrary union of the two kingdoms. The Norwegians 
never approved of the union. They were resentful from 
the first, and have ever since labored for the separation 
wifich has at last been accomplished. Under the union 
each country maintained a national assembly to legislate 
for its own territory, sub,,ect, of course, to the royal 
veto. ‘The Norwegians developed a more liberal system 
of local government than that of Sweden. They had a 
constitution from the first while Sweden did not acquire 
a full constitutional organization until 1846. In the im- 
perial congress the Norwegians have repeatedly defeated 
appropriations for the army and navy, hoping to para- 
lyze both services and then develop in Norway a militia on 
which they could depend for support when the time came 
to dissolve the union. It became evident ten years ago that 
the separation was inevitable, and when it came it was 
but little more than a mere formality. The Norwegian 
address to the King declared that there was no ill feeling 
toward him or the Swedish nation, and in proof of the 
sincerity of that assurance he was asked to designate a 
prince of the house of Bernadotte to ascend the throne 
of Norway—a request which he will probably reject. It 
is probable that the secession of Norway will be quietly 
acquiesced in by Sweden, although it was urged by the 
radical leaders of the Swedes that King Oscar should 
oppose it by force of arms. Assuming, then, that Norway 
has peaceably acquired the status of an independént 
nation, the question of her recognition as such by other 
powers becomes a matter of immediate interest. Happily, 
the policy of the United States in such cases is entirely 
clear. President Jefferson, in a letter written in 1792, 
to Gouverneur Morris, our Minister at Paris, said: “It 
accords with our principles to acknowledge any govern- 
men to be rightful which is formed by the will of the 
nation, substantially declared.” That declaration was 
called forth by the overthrow of the French monarchy, 
and it applied to the first instance in which the United 
States was required to deal with a revolutionary govern- 
ment. The same principle has been followed ever since, 
for while we have never recognized an insurrectionary 
government so long as its success was in doubt, we have 
uniformly held that when such a government was in 
complete control of the capital, the army, and the terri- 
tory, it should be recognized as a de facto government. 
When the republic was proclaimed in France in 1870 
only a few hours were needed to ascertain that it was 
fully established, and it was recognized accordingly. The 
recognition of the republic of Brazil, after Dom Pedro 
was dethroned, was equally prompt, and these and other 
and similar precedents will undoubtedly shape our course 
with respect to Norway. All that our Government 
needs to know before acting is that the government at 
Christiania is the choice of the Norwegian people, that 
it is fully established and in actual control of the 
capital, the army and the territory over which it asserts 
sovereignty.

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The repeated assertion of some of the defeated Rus- 
sian officers that the use of submarines was an important 
factor in their conflict with the fleet of Admiral Togo, 
does not accord with the probabilities, for the submarine 
torpedoboat is practically useless against ships in rapid 
motion. The speed of the best types of submarines has 
not been determined to be more than ‘about eight knots 
when submerged, and it is fair to assume that the aver- 
age speed of the Russian fleet was considerably’ more 
than that. ‘Then, too, the use of submarines in open sea 
with rough water must be regarded as practically im- 
possible. Marksmanship, drill, efficiency in detail, bray- 


ery, the feeling of victory, those were the elements which 
gave Togo the victory. 
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THE JOINT EXERCISES. 

The joint exercises of the Army and Navy in Chesa- 
peake Bay in the Artillery districts of Baltimore, the 
Potomac and the Chesapeake, began on June 11, and at 
the time of our going to press were still on. The gen- 
eral plans of the exercises were fully given in our issues 
of April 22, page 950, and June 3, page 1088. Major 


Gen. James F. Wade, U.S.A., has charge of the conduct 
of the exercises on the part of the Army, and Rear Ad- 
miral F. W. Dickins, U.S.N., is in command of the Navy 
forces. 

The Navy commenced the attack by moving on Fort 
Howard, Md., and other local fortifications early in the 
morning on June 11. The scout boats of the forts dis- 
covered the enemy, and almost at the same moment sig- 
nals from Sandy Point also warned the land forces that 
the hostile fleet was at hand. Searchlights from the forts 
picked up the leading vessels, and firing began vigorously, 
with the result that the Texas and four torpedoboats 
were, it is claimed, sunk, and the attack on the forts 
at that time was then abandoned. 

During the first twenty-four hours of the exercises 
Fort Monroe was attacked three times by Admiral Dick- 
ins, and each time the vessels were driven off. The 
credit of discovering the approach of the enemy in the 
last attack of June 13 belongs to the scout boat Reno, in 
charge of Captain Lyon, of the Artillery Corps. The 
lookouts on the Reno sighted what they believed to be 
the Texas at 9:20 and sent up a white signal at 9:33, 
thus informing the waiting shore batteries of the pres- 
ence of the hostile vessel. Immediately afterward the 
searchlights picked up the Texas, and the land forces 
opened fire. Only one or two mines were struck by the 
incoming vessels. When first discovered the Texas was 
about 14,000 yards from Fort Monroe, and the land bat- 
teries waited until she got within 10,000 yards before 
opening fire. 

An attack on the fortifications guarding the approaches 
to Washington began at 9:10 p.m., June 13. The search- 
light at Fort Hunt picked up the leading vessel, and after 
a sufficient number of rounds were ‘fired to sink her, the 
firing ceased. 

On the morning of June 14, before daybreak, the forts 
at Baltimore were again attacked by a part of the fleet. 
The cruiser Atlanta was discovered in the cut-off chan- 
nel between Bodkin Point and Fort Smallwood. She 
was followed by the Newark and the Sylvia. Fort How- 
ard opened fire, Forts Armistead and Smallwood follow- 
ing the example, and after a brisk cannonade the *At- 
lanta sent up a red rocket, which is taken to mean that 
she confesses destruction or surrenders, 

Fort Monroe, at 10:45 p.m., was made the object of 
an attack by the combined fleet, and all the land batter- 
ies were heavily engaged. The result of the attack up to 
the time of our going to press was not known.

NOTES OF THE EASTERN WAR. 

A Vladivostok despatch of June 12 says: “A series 
of interviews which a correspondent has had with naval 
officers who survived the battle of the Sea of Japan has 
developed & most sensational story of the causes of the 
Itussian disaster first of all and the complete demoraliza- 
tion which followed the sinking of the flagship Kniaz 
Souvaroff and the wounding of Admiral Rojestvensky. 
It is explained that not a single officer of the fleet knew 
the commander-in-chief’s plans. The admirals in com- 
mand of divisions knew no more than the sub-lieutenants 
and had te rely only on the signals of the flagship. All 
the stories of extensive target practice in Madagascar, 
it seems, were false. During the entire voyage there 
practically was no training in gunnery worthy of the 
name, and the big gun practice was confined to three 
shots per vessel. Some Russian ships developed deplor- 
able structural defects. The Osliabya sank without hav- 
ing a single hole below the water line. Heavy seas en- 
tered the vessel above the water line and the water-tight 
compartments, which were changed several times during 
the voyage, did not stand the strain they had been cal- 
culated to stand, and burst, flooding and keeling the vessel 
over until she turned turtle. Lack of homogeneity among 
the ships made it impossible to maneuver in harmony. 
Vhe Vladimir Monomach, Admiral Oushakoff and Ad- 
miral Seniavin had to lag behind, on this account becom- 
ing easy victims. Finally the ammunition was exhausted 
after the first day’s fight. Rojestvensky’s position was 
cramped and his transports were badly placed and caused 
confusion, while the Japanese were raining projectiles 
even from machine guns on the Russian ships. The 
latter were huddled together, blanketing each other’s 
fire. Only the leaders of the columns could bring their 
cuns to bear, and even on those the untrained gunners 
fired wildly. ‘To render matters worse the mines and 
floating torpedoes sown in the paths of the Russian 
divisions added to the confusion. The Borodino, Ad- 
miral Nakhimoff and Navarin fell victims of these ob- 
structions. ‘There were many heroes among the Russians. 
Captain Berkh, of the Osliabya, committed suicide on her 
bridge as the ship sank rather than save himself. f 

Participants in the battle of the Sea of Japan say 
that during the fight a fleet of Japanese junks obstructed 
the movement of the Russian fleet. The Russian officers 
assert that these junks scattered mines in the paths 
of their vessels. The commander of a Japanese torpedo- 
boat says that the heavy seas dashed brine in the eyes 
of his crew. almost blinding them. It is said that on the 
Ktussian ships men fell down, not on account of their 
wounds, but owing to unconsciousness from mere fatigue. 
The captain of the Russian cruiser Admiral Nakhimoft 
ascribes the defeat to Rojestvensky’s indecision and to 
the utter loss of communications between the ships. ; 

Of the captives brought to Sasebo, the battleship 
Nicholas I. is the most seriously damaged. There are 
pniany holes in her port side over three feet in diameter, 
and the majority of her quick-firing guns on the port side 
were destroyed. Her forward funnel is partly shot away, 
and one hole along the water line measures ten feet. 
An engineer officer of the Russian destroyer Gromski, 
describing the fight, says: “A Whitehead torpedo struck 
us right astern. Twenty-one officers and men, including 
our captain, were killed instantly. Twenty-three others 
were shot overboard. The remaining twenty-five explod- 
ed a charge in the destroyer and sank her.” ; The Os- 
liabya, according to survivors, had her conning tower 
struck by the first straight shot of the battle of May 27 
and Admiral Voelkersam was killed. After a succession 
of shots the Osliabya sank at about three in the after- 
"ile. Takahira, the Japanese Minister at Washington, 
has given to a correspondent of the Philadelphia Press a 
copy of a report prepared by Colonel Ugai, superintendent 
of the military prison at Himeji, Japan, which shows 
that the two thousand Russian prisoners of war detained 
there are treated with great consideration, It appears 
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that in one lot of 891 Russians received there last year, 
144 were so illiterate that they could not even sign their 
names, To alleviate such the Japanese authorities omgan- 
ized three classes, selected four teachers from among 
Russian non-commissioned officers, and started to teach 
last December under the supervision of a Japanese of- 
ficer, who understands the Russian language, giving them 
three hours’ instruction daily. They were advanced to 
a higher class as they progressed and thus encouraged 
in their study, and at the end of March of this year it 
was found that seventy-five out of one hundred and forty- 
four (more than half) were able to sign their names. One 
thousand three hundred Russian prisoners from Port Ar- 
thur also came last January, and 706 (more than half) 
out of the number were found to have no school educa- 
tion, and out of the 451, who could neither read nor 
write, are being instructed. Besides the native Russians, 
there are 242 Jews and Poles, who are receiving, at their 
special request, instruction in a separate class. 

The correspondent of the Paris Journal reported, from 
Harbin, May 15, that the hotels are full and even the 
railway station is over-crowded. Most of the officers 
have to sleep out of doors, either lying on the ground or 
camped on chairs, sofas, and tables in the street. One 
noteworthy circumstance is that the hospitals, which are 
excellently organized, are almost empty. As a matter of 
fact, as many of the wounded as possible have been sent 
to Chita, Irkutsk, and Cheliabitssk. The remainder of 
the convalescents who- were left here will leave for the 
front as soon as they have completely recovered. 

The Russian war office has just invited proposals from 
German ammunition works this week for 200,000,000 
cartridges of all kinds, costing between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000, and also for considerable quantities of regula- 
tion infantry rifles. The Turkish, Japanese and other 
foreign governments are also giving orders. There should 
be work enough for the men. 

A despatch from Singapore, June 13, says: The Rus- 
sian auxiliary cruiser Dnieper, formerly the St. Peters- 
burg (of the Black Sea fleet), recently stopped the Dutch 
steamer Flores, from Amsterdam for Batavia, in the 
Strait of Malacea and transferred to her forty-one of the 
Chinese crew and the mails belonging to the British 
steamer St. Kilda, from Hong Kong, captured by the 
Dnieper with contrabrand on board and sunk in the 
China Sea. The European officers of the St. Kilda re- 
turned here on board the Dnieper. 

The organ of the German General Staff on May 9 es- 
timated that Russia had delivered 510,000 men, 93,000 
horses, and 1,000 guns, in addition to stores, at the front 
during the eleven months, February to December, 1904. 
These figures are approximately confirmed by Austrian 
calculations, which have been based on correct informa- 
tion throughout the war. 

According to reports of conversations with Russian 
officers from Port Arthur by M. Marcel Smet, of the 
Paris Matin, they charge General Stoessel with having 
prematurely surrendered the fortress while it still con- 
tained provisions for at least two months, for not render- 
ing the guns in the forts useless before the surrender, 
and, finally, for not having first consulted the council of 
officers. The aide-de-camp of Admiral Gregorevitch said: 
“I got together the best sailors who had been with me 
since the beginning of the siege and proposed to seize 
General Stoessel, who usurped an authority to which he 
had no right. He would have been arrested and im- 
prisoned, and Port Arthur would have held out for two 
months longer. Next day we were told that we must 
evacuate the town. It was already occupied by the Jap- 
anese. Before the siege General Stoessel was not the 
commander of the fortress, but simply the general in com- 
mand of the fortified position extending from Kin-chau to 
Port Arthur. When Kin-chau was captured by the Jap- 
anese, Stoessel was obliged to retire to Port Arthur with 
his three remaining regiments, since he could no longer 
join Kuropatkin’s army. At that time General Smirnoff, 
assisted by General Kondratchenko, was preparing for the 
defense of Port Arthur, of which he had always 
the sole commander. When Stoessel arrived he had only 
the command of the troops which he brought with him, 
but, being far from satisfied with what he considered 
to be too obscure a part, gradually usurped the functions 
of General Smirnoff and took the liberty of constantly 
addressing telegrams to the Tsar, in which he only spoke 
of himself, just as if he were the commander of the 
place, while in reality he was in command of nothing. 
It was a piece of bluff.” 

All accounts agree that the telephone is more ex- 
tensively used in the conduct of military operations now 
in progress in the Far East than in any former war, 
the Japanese in particular having devised a telephone 
service which has proved to be an invaluable feature 
of their field equipment. To show how highly they ap- 
preciate it, the story is told that when Baron Kaneko, 
the Japanese special commissioner to the United States, 
was introduced to Prof. Alexander Graham Bell, the 
inventor of the telephone, at a recent banquet in Wash- 
ington, he said: “If I have the honor of addressing 
the inventor of the telephone, I must say that you are 
the man who has beaten the Russians. The fact is that 
the Japanese army recognizes that it is by the use of 
the telephone that they have been able to succeed against 
the Russians in most of their battles. Telephone lines 
run to every part of the Japanese army and the com- 
mander-in-chief and his staff are in constant touch with 
everything that is going on. There could not be a more 
complete thing than the Japanese telephone system in 
its army, and it is this that enables the Japanese com- 
manders to send fresh troops to weak spots and to at- 
tack the Russians in their weakest places.” Describing 
2 battle in Manchuria, Richard Henry Little, special 
correspondent of the Chicago News, says: “I waited 
impatiently for some swaying so'dier, his face bathed 
in blood, to come galloping in from the front with re- 
ports that somebody or other sent his compliments and 
wished respectfully to represent that he was being cut 
to pieces and that he must have reinforcements at once. 
Instead the telephone bell in the general’s quarters 
tingled and Lieutenant Zarabaieff translated what the 
staff officer who answered the ’phone said. ‘Hello! Yes, 
hello! Who is that? Captain Nikolski? All right. 
Everything all right on Erdigo? Yes, yes, we’re sending 
you the Nineteenth Regiment now. All we can spare at 


present. What was that? A shimose, eh? Anybody 
hurt? What? Captain Nevenski! Too bad! Dend? 
Sorry. How are our batteries working? Good, good! 


Twenty-five killed and wounded? Yes, send them down 
as soon as you can. All right. General Zarabaieff pre- 
sents his compliments to the commanding officers. Good- 
bye.’ Then the staff officer talked with a battery com- 
mander over near Putilofski and warned him to be care- 
ful of his ammunition. Then he issued orders to a regi- 
mental commander who had lost his way and wandered 
into the wrong redoubt. The general himself stepped 
to the "phone and made a few caustic comments that 
must have made the wire sizzle. Then we hurried away 
from the general’s headquarters before the telephone 
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should wipe away for us the last vestige of the romance 
which is the only thing that makes men who are merely 
outsiders risk the dangers of a battle.”

Class of °51, J. St. Clair Morton (2), engineer, 9th 
Corps, killed leading assault, Petersburg; Class of °53, 
Joshua W. Sill (3), killed commanding brigade, Stone 
River; Class of ’54, Henry V. DeHart (5), mortally 
wounded commanding battery, Gaines’s Mill; Class of 
55, Cornelius Van Camp (3), killed leading charge, Wi- 
chita River; Class of ’56, George C. Strong (5), mortal- 
ly wounded commanding division, Fort Wagner; Class of 
‘09, Charles R. Collins (3), killed (Confederate Army), 
Spottsylvania ; Class of ’61, Charles E. Cross (2), engi- 
neers, killed, Franklin Crossing, aged 26; Class of ’61, 
Henry W. Kingsbury (4), killed commanding regiment 
Antietam, aged 26; Class of ’61, Patrick "H. O’Rorke 
(1), killed commanding regiment, Gettysburg, aged 27; 
Class of ’61, Arthur H. Dutton (3), Engineers, mortally 
wounded, Bermuda, brevet brigadier general at age of 
25; Class of ’62, John R. Meigs (1), Engineers, killed in 
Shenandoah Valley, aged 24.

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ENGINEERS AS GENERAL OFFICERS. 


New York, N.Y., June 9, 1905. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, March 11, 1905, an 
article on the “Selection of Brigadiers,” after the an- 
nouncement that the President has determined not to ap- 
point to be brigadier general for active command any of- 
ficer who may be entitled to be placed on the retired list 
under the Act of April 23, 1904, as a brigadier general, 
says ‘“‘general fitness for the command of troops would 
also have to be considered, of course, and for this reason 
it is not probable that any officer of the Corps of Engi- 


neers, or of the other staff departments, with the pos- 
sible exception of the Military Secretary’s Department. 
will be considered.” 

The inference that no officer of the Corps of Engineers 
is fit for the command of troops appears to have been 
that of the representative of the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL after reading a memorandum prepared by the Chief 
of vo: st and it is not quoted as the language of the mem- 
orandum, ‘ 





It is somewhat peculiar in view o: the fact 
that in the present generation at least one of the gen- 
eral officers of the line of the Army has almost always 
been an engineer, but it is liable to be misleading to those 
unfamiliar with the composition of the Army, and to cast 
unmerited reproach upon the Corps of Engineers. 

It is improbable that the officers of one arm of the Ser- 
vice would be excluded from promotion which is open to 
all the rest. The manner of their selection shows at 
icast that the Engineers as a class are interested in the 
military profession. Those now on the list of colonels 
entered the Engineers at a time when this arm was bet- 
ter represented in proportion to its numbers than any 
other among the general officers of the line of the Regular 
Army, and in their assignment it was assumed that they 
would have as good an opportunity for promotion and 
for practising their profession as those who stood below 
them at graduation. If in time of peace they were or- 
dered to take charge of works of public improvement 
they did not consider that by so doing they would debar 
themselves from a career open to all other branches ot 
the Service. 

Officers of Engineers who have resigned their commis- 
sion have often been quite successful in private life and 
in time of war have received high military commands. 
Others have remained in the Service from their fondness 
for the military profession and because by maintaining 
their connection with the Army and keeping up their 
knowledge of everything relating to military science 
they would be better prepared to command troops in time 
of war. It is recognized by law that they are line officers 
when serving with troops and they should have as good 
an opportunity to learn the routine duties of garrison 
‘ife in this way as if they were stationed in any of the 
posts among which the Army has been divided. The 
Engineer troops compare favorably with those of other 
branches in their discipline and drill, and have been es- 
pecially active in developing the modern system of rifle 
practice. But their military duties have not been cou- 
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fined to garrison life. Most of the wild regions west of 
the Mississippi, and from Oregon to Texas, have beeu 
opened up by parties commanded or guided by officers of 
engineers. ‘Their life there was similar to that of In- 
fantry and Cavalry with whom they were associated. The 
work of permanent fortification is intimately associated 
with that of heavy Artillery, and that of field fortifica- 
tion with that of light Artillery and Infantry. 

If their military duties are sufficient to qualify officers 
of engineers for the command of troops it would appear 
to be inadvisable to deprive the country of the benefit of 
their services in this capacity simply because they have 
also been charged with important works of public im- 
provement. Such work often involves the control and di- 
rection of hundreds or thousands of workmen and re- 
quires the exercise of many faculties that are useful in 
the command of an army. ‘The surveying with which 
they are charged is useful in cultivating the topograph- 
ical faculty which is even more necessary now than be- 
fore the conduct of operations extending over large areas 
of country. In the improvement of harbors and the con- 
struction of lighthouses, and in hydrographic surveys 
many engineer officers acquire a ges ty of navigation 
which is valuable in connection with harbor defense 
landings, ete., and as they are associated in these duties 
with officers of the Navy, they are well fitted for those 
commands which require a co-operation of the two Ser- 
vices, 

From the remotest stone age to the present day the 
work of the engineer and of the troop leader have been 
closely related, and eminent generals of all ages have 
been distinguished for their military engineering. Julius 
Caesar, Richard III., and Todleben are familiar exam- 
ples. In the most recent wars the name of Kitchener 
was conspicuous in South Africa, and it is said that at 
Port Arthur Nogi would have done better if he had fol- 
lowed the advice of the engineers before throwing away 
the lives of 25,000 men in useless assaults. Modern war- 
fare approaches more and more to the nature of extended 
siege operations, and seacoast defense is likely to play 
an important part. Engineer officers should be well 
qualified to command armies engaged in such work. 

The officers of the United States Army enjoy an ad- 
vantage over those of modern Europe in the general scope 
of their military training and in the broader ideas in- 
culeated by the association of the different arms of the 
Service, which especially fit them for the duties of a gen- 
eral officer of the line. Some of our officers of Engineers 
have served first or last in other arms and have been 
found qualified for commanding them. 

During the Civil War nearly half of the generals of 
the line of the Regular Army were engineers just as at 
present nearly one-half are Cavalry officers, and since 
that war at least one general of the line of the Regular 
or Volunteer Army appears to have been an engineer in 
every year except 1902. During the last years of the 
Civil War about a fourth of the major generals of Vol- 
unteers. who were graduates of the Academy, and many 
of the brigadiers, were engineer officers. In 1865 in the 
armies of the Potomac and James six out of eight of the 
Army and corps commanders were engineer officers. 

It can hardly be said that officers like Meade, Hum- 
phreys, Warren, Wright, Parks, and Weitzel, or like. Ma- 
comb, McClellan, McPherson, Rosecrans, Newton, W. F. 
Smith, Mansfield, Franklin, Gillmore, Foster, Emory, 
Wood, Stevens, Ruger, Wilson, Mackenzie, Beauregard, 
Jos. E. Jehnston, Robert E. Lee, and many others, were 
not fit to commind troops. W. R. LIveRMORE,

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THE FLAG OF PAUL JONES. 


Schenectady, N.Y., June 11, 1905. 

To THE EbIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The New York Times of the 2d inst. gives a telegram 
from Washington setting forth that the commission of 
Capt. John Paul Jones, founder of the American Navy, 
dating Oct. 10, 1779, is in the possession of a lady in 
Philadelphia. 

Your issue of the 10th inst. states that the flag used 
by Paul Jones on the Bon Homme Richard, in his battle 


with the Serapis, is in the National Museum at Wash- 
ington. 

«at the recent triennial meeting of the Cincinnati 
in Richmond, Va., a gentleman from Maryland, on clos- 
ing his speech at the banquet of May 10, produced a 
flag which he claimed floated from the Bon Homme Rich- 
ard during the fight with the Serapis. 

I desire to refute all of these statements. The com- 
inission of Capt. John Paul Jones dated Oct. 10, 1776, 
is in the possession of a lady in Schenectady, N.Y. I 
have frequently examined it, know something of its 
history, and am sure that it is the identical commission 
which Captain Jones had on board the Bon ‘Homme 
Richard during his battle with the Serapis, and from 
which be furnished a copy to the States’ General of Hol- 
land, Nov. 4, 1779, to prove, in his diplomatic duel with 
the English Ambassador at the Texel, Sir Joseph Yorke, 
that he was not a private nor a State criminal any more 
than were General Washington, Dr. Franklin, and other 
patriots. 

As to the flags, I quote, from Buell’s “Paul Jones,” 
p. 244, being extract from Paul Jones’s- journal, “No one 
was now left aboard the Richard but one dead. To them 
I gave the good old ship for a coffin and in her they 
found a sublime sepulcher. She * * *_ settled slow- 
iy by the head and sank peacefully in about forty fathoms. 
* * * Ag she plunged down by the head at last, her 
taffrail momentarily rose in the air: so the very last 
vestige mortal eyes ever saw of the Bon Homme Richard 
was the defiant waving of her unconquered and unstricken 
flag as she went down. And as I had given them the 
good old ship for their sepulcher I now bequeathed to 
my immortal dead the flag they had so desperately de- 
fended for their winding sheet.” 

The “unconquered and unstricken flag” that went down 
with the Bon Homme Richard was the same which the 
girls of Portsmouth, N.H., made from slices of their 
best silk gowns and presented to Jones to hoist on the 
Ranger, July 4, 1777. * * * On relinquishing com- 
mand of the Ranger in 1778 he kept this flag with him 
used it at l’Orient when he “broke his pennant” to 
commission the old Richard. It was made by a quilting 
party, according to specifications which Jones furnished. 
This was the first edition of the Stars and Stripes that 
Europe ever saw; the first to be saluted by the guns 
of an European naval power; it was the first and the 
last flag that ever went down or probably ever will go 
down flying on the ship that conquered and captured the 
ship that sunk her. When Jones returned to this country 
in the Ariel, in February, 1781, he found Miss Langdon 
(who had been one of the quilting pdrty that made the 
flag) in Philadelphia. By way of apology he explained 
to her that his most ardent wish had been to bring the 
fiag home to America, with all its glories, and give it back 
to the fair hands that Had given it to him. “But, Miss,” 








he said, “I couldn’t bear to strip it from the poor old 
ship in her last agony nor could I deny to my dead on her 
decks, who had given their lives to keep ‘it flying, the 
glory of taking it with them.” “You did exactly right, 
Commodore,” exclaimed Miss Langdon. “That flag is 
just where we all wish it to be, flying at the bottom 
of the sea on the only ship that ever sunk in victory. 
If you had taken it from her and brought it back to us 
we would hate you.” 
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SOLDIERS’ CLUBS. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of May 27 is a letter signed, ‘An Officer 
of the Army,” referring to the necessity for soldiers’ 
clubs in the large cities, ‘such as Manila, New York, 
San Francisco and Washington.” Our object in writing 
is to call attention to the fact that a club house for sol- 
diers, sailors, and marines was established in the city of 
Washington some years since by the Woman’s Army and 
Navy League. This club is located at 317 C street, 
Northwest, in a commodious house which has been paid 
for and is comfortably furnished. It is provided with a 
good library, magazines, facilities for writing letters, 
reading rooms, a billiard room, lockers for soldiers’ cloth- 
ing and a number of comfortable, attractive bedrooms. 
Members of the club pay twenty-five cents a month and 
are provided with a bed for the night and a light break- 
fast for the sum of twenty-five cents. The two large 
rcoms on the first floor serve as sitting rooms and as- 
sembly rooms. These rooms are nicely furnished and con- 
tain a good new piano and a fine large graphophone. 
The club is managed by a committee of ladies who are 
members of the Woman’s Army and Navy League. A 
competent matron has charge of the club house and keeps 
in touch with members by correspondence when they are 
assigned to duty at distant stations. From time to time 
lectures and musical entertainments are given for the 
benefit of the members of the club and their friends. 
Funds for the maintenance of the club have been secured 
by giving entertainments and by private subscriptions. 
The very successful entertainment given at Fort Myer, 
Va., in November, 1904, realized $200. 

Your correspondent referred to says: “Much good has 
been done by broad minded women at Governors Island 
and other posts around New York where the soldiers are 
at home and under control. How much more might 
be done when they are on pass in the great city.” This is 
exactly what we are trying to do for the enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, who visit the city 
of Washington on pass from military posts or ships in 
the vicinity or from more distant stations.

This was their 
exclusion from the dining car on the C. and O. R. R., 
and the dining saloon on the steamer plying between 
Norfolk and Washington. I cannot give the exact date 
of the former, but the latter occurred on the steamer 
Washington, on the evening of May 27. The objection 
to these men could not have been personal as, in both 
cases, they were clean and sober, and could have passed 
for gentlemen anywhere if provided with a Prince Albert 
or a swallowtail, and, at the same time, I was obliged 
to sit at table with men reeking with fumes of whis- 
key. 

I heard no excuse on the dining car, but on the steamer, 
in answer to protest, the paste diamond bestudded menial 
who sat at the receipt of customs, at first said there 
was no room. When it was pointed out that the tables 
were not half filled, he changed tactics and said that the 
man had a Government meal ticket and they were serv- 
ing a la carte. He further stated that they would teed 
him after the other passengers were through. What a 
flimsy excuse! They could have served him to the ex- 
tent of his ticket and charged for any excess ordered. 
What surprised me most was the meekness with which 
these men submitted to such outrageous treatment. Are 
they accustomed to insult at the hands of people who bel- 
lowed so lustily for protection when phantom Spanish 
ships were throwing Boston into hysterics? Cannot, will 
not, our Government protect the men who wear its uni- 
forms? We who wore it during the Civil War would 
have adjusted such things on the spot.

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THE 'TWENTY-SECOND’S RETURN. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The recent order changing the dates of sailing of the 
regiments now serving in the Philippine Islands and 
destined to come home within the next, six or eight 
months, has brought the greatest disappointment to those 
interested, now in the States, as it is bound to do to the 
members of the regiments themselves. 

Perhaps the keenest disappointment is for the families 
of the officers and enlisted men of the 22d Infantry which. 
in the original order, was to sail for home Nov. 15, 
reaching the States in time to celebrate Christmas with 
the loved ones whom they would not have seen for over 
two years. They have been stationed at one of the 
most strenuous posts in the islands and have seen con- 
stant hard service among the most treacherous of the 
tribes, the Moros of Mindanao. They have hiked after 
them by day and have been butchered by them while doing 
sentry duty at night, for the garrison has been so short 
of men that it has been impossible to keep a chain guard 
about “the camp of magnificent distances,” and it has 
been an all-too-easy matter for Moros to creep in at night 
and bolo a sentry before he could give any signal. If 
any change in the sailing date was to be made, we, of the 
“home guard,” think it might have been to shorten and 
not to lengthen a tour which has certainly been as hard 
a one as any regiment has had to stand. 

The families of some ofticers who, when they return, 
will have seen nearer three than two years of continuous 
service, are particularly disappointed at the thought of 
a third lonesome Christmas, and can only hope the 
“powers that be” will soften their hearts and change 
the order again.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Navy Department was informed on June 14 that 
the monitor Puritan, manned by the District of Columbia 
naval militia, had gone aground in the Potomac River. 
She was pulled off the mud at Point Lookout several 
days later by a naval tug sent down from Washington. 
It is possible that the Puritan may have to dock for re- 
pairs, though this is not definitely known. There was 
considerable objection on the part of officials at the Navy 
Department to giving the Puritan over to the militia, on 
the ground that they were not entirely competent to 
handle her. What effect this accident may have on the 
decision of the Department is not known. 


The armored cruiser Colorado has been ordered to be 
at Solomon’s Island, Chesapeake Bay, not later than 
June 17, for the purpose of testing the new floating dry- 
dock which has been built for the Philippines. The Iowa 
will be docked in the new structure later on. 


‘The Navy Department has issued orders for the official 
trial of the protected cruiser Charleston off the coast of 
New England on June 28. After the vessel’s screws are 
standardized she will be given a four hours’ run in the 
open sea for the purpose of determining her speed. The 
Charleston, which was built by the Newport News Ship- 
building Company, of Newport News, Va., has a displace- 
ment of 9,700 tons and an indicated horsepower of 21,000. 


The opponents of Secretary Morton’s scheme for the 
consolidation of the power plants at the navy yards are 
hoping to secure a reversal of his decision from the new 
Secretary, Mr. Bonaparte, who assumes the reins of 
authority July 1. It would be contrary to precedent for 
wa to reverse a decision reached by his predecessor in 
office. r 


It was announced at the Navy Department this week 
that the cruiser Detroit was soon to come to the Boston 
Navy Yard for docking and repairs. She will be placed 
out of commission and her propeller, which was damn- 
aged when the Detroit went aground in Dominican 
waters, will be repaired. 


Rear Admiral Mason, Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, has awarded the contracts for guns and mounts 
for the battleship New Hampshire and the armored crui- 
sers North Carolina and Montana, bids for which were 
recently opened. The Bethlehem Steel’ Company was 
awarded the contract for four 12-inch guns at $51,644 
each, and eight 8-inch mounts at $19,990 each. The 
Midvale Steel Company received the contract for thirty- 
two 6-inch guns at $12,860 each; twelve 7-inch guns at 
$14,355 each; eight 8-inch guns at $17,142 each; and 
thirty-three 6-inch mounts at $7,588 each. The guns are 
to be complete, with spare parts and accessories, while 
the mounts are to be complete, with sights. 

A court-martial for the trial of Gus Lee, a colored 
fireman in the U.S. Navy, charged with murder, began 
at the navy yard, Boston, June 12. The court was com- 
posed of Capt. J. G. Eaton, Capt. J. R. Selfridge, Capt. 
M. R. Harris, Lieut. Comdr. H. E. Parmenter, Lieut. 
Comdr. C. W. Tracy, Lieut. E. L. Bennett, Lieut, H. A. 
Pearson Lieut. Chauncey Shackford, U.S.N., and Capt. 
L, M. Little, U.S.M.C., with Lieut. C. Campbell, 0.8. 
M.C., of the Wabash, as judge advucate. Lee being 
without money to hire counsel, thirteen lawyers offered 
their services, and C. W. Rowley was accepted. Lee, 
who pleaded not guilty, is charged with the murder of 
Adelard Richotte, of Fall River, during a quarrel in the 
fireman’s wash room of the West Virginia on the eve- 
ning of May 2, while she was near Culebra. Richotte 
was cut with a razor and died the next morning. 

In the consideration of plans for the new battleships 
authorized by the last Congress, the attention of the 
members of the Board on Construction has been attract- 
ed to a report from the American naval attaché at Lon- 
don upon the trial conducted with the battleship Ame- 
thyst, of the British navy. The Amethyst is fitted with 
turbine machinery and her trial developed the fact that 
an economical arrangement and operation of turbines 
can be obtained in a battleship as well as in vessels of 
smaller type. The Amethyst at full speed did not con- 
sume an unusual amount of coal, nor when the speed was 
reduced was the consumption much more than is the case 
with vessels fitted with reciprocating engines. It has 
been suggested that propelling machinery of the turbine 
type can be provided which will give a speed of 21 knots 
with the indicated horsepower of 23, on a displace- 
ment of 18,000 tons. Such a ship, it is estimated, could 
carry a battery of ten 12-inch guns. However, nothing 
definite regarding these plans has yet been decided, the 
designers wishing to make a thorough study of the most 
recent — developments in battleship construction before 
preparing the final plans for the new battleship. There 
is in some quarters strong sentiment in favor of having 
the main battery of the new battleships consist exclusive.

The Amphitrite, for several months employed as sta- 
tion ship at Guantanamo, has been taken to the Pensa- 
cola Navy Yard for a much needed docking for the re 
moval of marine growths from her under-water portions, 
and the aggregate of these growths amounted to many 
tons, demonstrating the necessity for frequent cleaning, 
if the ship’s efficiency is of any importance. The marine 
growths at Guantanamo consist mainly of an_ especially 
persistent barnacle and several kinds of vegetable growths 
which latter are, however, removed without much diffi- 
culty. ‘The adherent properties of the small shell-fish 
growing on the bottom of the Amphitrite can only be 
realized by those who have undertaken their removal. In 
many instances the metallic scale of the ship’s bottom 
comes away with the barnacle. 

As a result of a considerable expenditure of time and 
money, the whilom dynamite gunboat Vesuvius has been 
completely reconstructed and will be assigned to Newport 
as a torpedo training ship. ‘The work of reconstruction 
was done at the Boston Navy Yard. 

During gun practice on board the British first-class 
battleship Magnificent, off Tetuan, Spain, June 14, a 6- 
inch shell exploded. Eighteen persons, it is reported, 
including four officers, were wounded, eleven of them 
seriously. ‘The officers are among the seriously wounded. 
The explosion, it is said, was due to a defect in the 
breech. The shell burst inside of the gun. 


The trial trip of the torpedoboat S-125, built at the 
Schichau Works, Germany, and fitted with turbine en- 
gines, took place off Elbing June 14. A despatch states 
that she averaged 27.8 knots per hour for three hours. 
Her highest speed rate was 29 1-2 knots per hour. Four 
sister boats, fitted with piston engines, averaged two 
knots per hour less than the 8-125. 

A despatch from London states that a new type of 
submarine boat has been constructed by Forrest & Com- 
pany, at Wivenhoe, on the River Colne, under conditions 
of greatest secrecy.

Preliminary plans for a new revenue cutter for service 
on Pamlico and Albermarle Sounds, North Carolina, call 
for a vessel not to exceed 150 feet in length, with a draft 
not to exceed five feet. Twin screw triple expansion en- 
gines are recommended, with two water-tube boilers of 
the Babcock & Wilson type, and the vessel must be able 
to sustain a speed of twelve knots for six consecutive 
hours. The plans provide fully for. the necessary auxil- 
iaries, such as pumps, boats, electric lights and fans, 
ventilation, water supply, telephones, wireless system, 
ete. The armament recommended is a 3-pounder rapid- 
fire gun on the /orecastle, of latest type, and two colt’s 
automatic guns, mounted on the rails on each side of the 
quarter-deck. The former for enforcing her authority 
for stopping vessels, and the latter for use in defending 
the Government buildings, etc., in case of attacks by 
mobs or rioters. It is recommended that a field carriage 
be provided for one of the Colt guns for use on shore 
duty, parades and drills, and twenty-four rifles and re- 
volvers and the necessary equipment therefor.

West Point, N.Y., June 14, 190. 

The bustle and excitement attending graduations are 
over and the post is settling down into a normal condition 
once more. The weather, always an important factor to 
be taken into consideration, has been very capricious, and 
constant changes in the schedule of exercise has been the 
result. 

On Tuesday, June 12, the Class of 19% marched up in a 
body and listened to a few parting words from the com- 
mandant at the close of the formation. It was also Col- 
onel Treat’s “last’’ parade. On leaving West Point he wil 
be stationed at San Antonio, Texas. 

The hop in the evening, or the ball, more properly 
speaking, was ve large for a graduation ball. adet 
Torney and Mrs. Mills received the guests. The Secretary 
of War, M. and Mme. Jusserand, the Board of Visitors, 
with the ladies accompanying them, General Chaffee, with 
his wife and daughter, General and Mrs. Brooke, General 
and Mrs. Barlow, Generals Dunwoody, Claus, Griffin, 
Mrs. Griffin, Miss Cousins, and the following young ladies 
were a very few among those present: The Misses Van- 
dergrift, Van Dyke, Hobbs, Greble, Hoyt, Clagett, Ker- 
win, Page, Daly, Gordon, Braden, McLean, Sanford, Van

The sun shone long enough on graduation day to enable 
the members of the Class of 1905 to receive their diplomas 
at the hands of the Secretary of War, but shortly after- 
ward the clouds gathered and a drenching and downpour 
lasted throughout the early afternoon, ceasing in time 
for evening parade. The graduation exercises were held 
in the time-honored location in front of the library, under 
the old elms. 

The Corps marched from the barracks promptly at 10:30, 
Gathered on the platform were: ench Ambassador, 
the Secretary of War, the superintendent, the adjutant, 
the Academic Board, Generals Miles, Clous, Webb (U.S. 
V.), Hasbrouck and Griffin. Throughout the exercises 
the band discoursed sweet music. he exercises were 
opened with prayer by the acting chaplain, Rev. Henry 
A. Brown. In each instance the speakers realized that 
to quote General Miles, “to brief was to be eloquent,”’ 
and the addresses were to the point, timely, and char- 
acterized by a brevity much at by the graduates. 
On behalf of the Board of sitors, the Hon. Franklin 
Murphy, yg of the board, made an address filled 
with bright, good natured good advice that was punctu- 
ated with laughter and applause. 

Lieutenant General Chaffee spoke next. Walking to the 
edge of the platform, he stood looking into the faces of 
the cadets for a few seconds and then said with absolute 
informality: ‘‘Good morning, gentlemen of the Class of 
1905.’’ He reminded the class that they had already learn- 
ed their duties and declared that he meant to speak to 
them about their responsibilities, Then he launched 
into a blunt, soldierlike warning against the carelessness 
in handling government funds and property which he 
described as prevalent among young officers and the cause 
of much unhappiness and distress in the Army. He closed 
his remarks thus: “And now, young gentlemen, I want 
to congratulate you and say that I bring a warm wet- 
come to you, a welcome from the whole Army, rank and 
file, in camp, on post and beyond seas. You are now one 
of them and they are interested in your welfare.” 

The address of M. Jusserand was an unexpected and 
very real pleasure. He gave the graduates ‘French 
wishes which had always brought good luck to American 
officers,’’ and referred to the close bond of sympathy 
which had united the two countries. 

Secretary Taft returned several rallies made by Gov- 
ernor Murphy, at his expense, in kind, and having been 
referred to as the Governor of an alien province, said that 
the ex-Governor of New Jersey shard with him that 
honor. He thought that the graduates would not realize 
the sacrifice which they were making in their choice of a 
profession until the days when they put off their retirea 
officers’ uniform. On the ladies also he bestowed a word. 
The young officers of the Army could marry without the 
consent of the Secretary of War. But they would prob- 
ably always: be poor men, and the lady who consented 
to share their lot, in each case was destined to count the 
pennies carefully. In delivering the diplomas the Secre- 
tary had a smile and hearty handshake for each man, 
Cadet Titus coming in for a double share. 

After the benediction had been pronounced by the chap- 
lain, the cadets were marched, the crowd following, to the 
front of the barracks, where the adjutant read the orders 
for the last time. The orders granting graduation and 
furlough leaves were read and then the list of new 
“‘makes’’ was heard with breathless interest. 

Donning civilian clothing the graduates boarded the first 
trains available. In the evening a large number of the 
graduates and furlough men witnessed a_ performance 
of “Fantana” at the Lyric theater in New York city. 

The ist and 3d Classes constituted the battalion at 
dress parade in the evening, and executed the manual 
with a degree of proficiency which called forth commenda- 
tion on all sides. The candidates began to report on 
Tuesday and many of them have been arriving since. 

The encampment was made ready yesterday and this 
morning at 10:45 the Battalion marched in and took pos- 
session of ‘‘Camp Edgerton,’’ named in honor of the 
memory of Lieut. Col. Wright Prescott Edgerton. 

A tablet has been placed in the assembly hall, in the 
—— building, to the memory of Professor Edgerton, 
recently. 

The “minor tactical problems,’’ generally known as the 
“sham battle,”’ scheduled for Wednesday afternoon of last 
week, was postponed first until Wednesday evening. But 
a heavy and continuous shower caused a radical change 
of program, and an indoor concert at the hotel was sub- 
stituted. 

On Thursday the machine guns on target range, Ist and 
3d Classes; rifle practice on target range, 4th Class; pack 
train and mountain guns, on target range, Ist and 2d 
Classes, all at 4:30 p.m., took place as scheduled, evening 
parade following at 6:30. In the evening the cadets en- 
joyed a hop, dancing with light hearts, with the realiza- 
tion that examinations were over. 

One of the most interesting exercises of the program, 
school of the trooper, in the riding hall, Ist Class, was 
held on Friday morning at 10:30. Captain Macdonald had 
charge of the drill. Music added much to the effect of the 
performance, in which about twenty-five membefs of the 
class took part, picked out for their efficiency in horse- 
manship, and drew forth the heartiest applause. 

In the afternoon the spar bridge and ponton bridge 
building were witnessed at three p.m. In the evening 
the long-deferred ‘‘sham battle’’ took place. This was 
the first time that the evening had been chosen for the 
exercise, and the novelty increased the interest. The 
night was dark and the effect of the bright sparks in the 
gloom, as the opposing force approached the st from 
the north, was like a swarm of fire flies. Gradually the 
booming of the cannon and the rattling of musketry 
denoted the nearer approach of the evening. The 
defending force opened fire from a line near the Battle 
Monument, and the battle waged hotly until tattoo, when 
the enemy was declared victorious.

STATE CAMP, NEW YORK. 


The first week of the Camp of Instruction of the New 
York National Guard, near Peekskill, was concluded on 
June 10, when the 10th Regiment and the ist and 2d Signal 
companies departed for their home stations, after a most 
profitable week’s work. Notwithstanding heavy showers 
of rain, which fell almost continuously from Sunday 
night, June 4, until Thursday night, June 8, only one 
drill and ceremony were missed by the troops in camp, 
the showers otherwise being so timed that the regular 
daily routine of duty was followed with but slight in- 
terference. 

The work has been confined principally to instruction 
in closed order movements with a view of perfecting of- 
ficers and men in the changes recently made in the U.S. 
Army Drill Regulations.- For the purpose of enabling 
officers and enlisted men to familiarize themselves with 
first principles in the school of the soldier and the school 
of the company, Col. William H. Chapin, inspector, 8S. 
N.Y., on the staff of Major Gen. Charles F, Roe, caused 
to be painted on the floor of the big mess hall, now used 
for schools of instruction and social purposes, large dia- 
grams: showing the distance between files and squads and 
how to execute the facing individually and collective- 
ly. These diagrams proved of great service in aiding men 
to judge distances properly. 

Another valuable feature of instruction was the dailv 
afternoon riding school for field and staff officers of the 
regiment, conducted by General Roe, on the parade 
ground. Being an expert horseman, the riding lessons 
he has given have been most valuable and interesting. 

The 7th Regiment, in command of Col. Daniel Appleton, 
and appearing in olive drab uniform for the first time, 
took possession of the camp on June 10, turning out with 
full ranks and getting its canvas city erected in short 
order. The morning report of June ll showed that 845 
officers and men were in camp. 

On Sunday morning the chaplain of the regiment, Rev. 
William E. McCord, who is an assistant at St. George’s 
Church, New York, held services in the open air on the 
bluff. The regimental band furnished the instrumental 
music, while the large congregation of soldiers sang with 
much heartiness the four hymns, ‘America,’ “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers,’ ‘‘Lead Kindly Light’? and ‘Nearer, 
my God, to Thee.”’ 

The drill work of the regiment, which began on Monday 
morning, June 12, was entered into heartily by officers 
and men, from the smallest to the largest detail, and 
performed thoroughly, which is always the case with the 
ith. Even in its new olive drab uniform, although in ap- 
pearance exactly the same as that worn by other regi- 
ments, the command could at once be picked out for its 
— and work without the aid of the old gray uni- 
orm. 

The rain which came down in a perfect deluge on June 
13 flooded the trenches around the tents, and for a while 
fairly inundated most of the tents. The level plain, upon 
which the camp is pitched, affords no natural drain- 
age, and the ditches dug, when the regiment first arrived, 
answered all purposes. But when the drenching storm 
swept down out of the Northwest, on the 13th, the street 
drains did not accommodate the quantity of water that 
fell. The storm was brief, but immediately on its passing 
ist Lieut. George S. Towel, of Co. D, detailed engineer 
officer, and Lieutenants Stotesbury and Kipp, battalion 
engineers, laid out a system of street drains, which would 
drain the water from the tent trenches, even from a 
cloudburst. 
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WEST VIRGINIA. 

Speaking of the National Guard of West Virginia, Capt. 
F. L. Palmer, 9th U.S. Inf., who made the annual in- 
spection of the force, in his official report says in part: 

“Personnel of enlisted men is excellent; they are in- 
telligent, energetic, interested in their work, willing to 
do exactly as ordered or instructed, and amenable to 
discipline. Very few breaches of discipline, relatively 
occurred, and these were principally unauthorized ab- 
sences when off duty, and consequent attempts to cross 
sentry posts without discovery on return, traceable to 
hospitality of friends in the adjacent town. 

“In appearance they were not, generally speaking, mili- 
tary in bearing, the setting up drills having, apparently, 
been anite neglected. They were, generally, careless as 
to saluting officers, but this appeared to be due to lack 
of habit rather than any intentional discourtesy or lack 
of military spirit. General attention on the part of com- 
pany officers would have corrected this. 

“In age and physical qualifications, so far as could be 
observed, the men compare favorably with the Regular 





Army. As a body they are a very fine looking lot of men, 
well grown, well developed, not immature, and vcry 
healthy. 


“It is not believed that the squad system, as required 
by Par. 297, A.R., is carried out even to the degree prac- 
tiable under their conditions. Non-commissioned officers 
are largely selected from reasons of local influence or 
popularity with the men, rather than for efficiency, and 
are not, therefore, necessarily the best instructed or most 
soldierly men of their organizations. 

“The great need seems to be for home instruction, so 
that the troops when called out for active service or for 
camp duty, would be prepared to take up the field duties, 
and drills of larger bodies and companies. And as a 
basis for this, there is need for better instruction and 
supervision of the company officers. Something might 
be done by written examination, on various subjects at 
various times throughout the year, and added to by the 
inspection and personal instruction by battalion and 
regimental commanders before recommended. 

“In view of the facts brought to my notice as to condi- 
tions with which the National Guard of West Virginia 
has to struggle, and notwithstanding the criticisms it has 
been necessary to make on the condition of the guard 
as shown at the encampment. I feel it but just to say 
that the energy, ambition, public spirit and unselfish de- 
votion shown by the officers of the National Guard in 
bringing it up to the present standard in spite of the dis- 
couragements encountered, are worthy of special com- 
mendation and praise. Such single-heartedness and de- 
votion cannot but bring about better conditiens, in time 
and give to the State a guard beyond petty criticisms 
and of which it may be unreservedly proud.” 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Brig. Gen. George D. Waldron, Inspector General of 
New Hampshire, in his annual report states that in gen- 
eral, improvement, though small, can be credited 
throughout the brigade. The passage of the Militia bill, 
he states, tends to more firmly unite the Volunteer forces 
with those of the Regular establishment, thereby raising 
the standard of requirement for both officers and men. 


Several Infantry companies, General Waldron says, will 
require careful supervision by regimental commanders, 
and much conscientious work to place them at the stan- 
dard of efficiency desired, to retain them in the service. 





An improvement in the care of State pro is foted. 
Other extracts from the report are the following: : 

Progress has been made with the néw Infantry Driii 
Regulations, but the change from thé old to the tiew is 
not yet prorouficed. Marked improvement ih guard dut 
can be credited Troop A, aiid dividiiig with Contpany 3 
ist Infantry, the honors of “‘éxcellent:” Ih the other or- 
ganizations only eleven attained the standard of “good,” 
nine “fair’’ and four “‘poor.’”’ Knowledge of guard duty 
generally unsatisfactory: 

Local associations should be formed in citie8 support- 
ing two or more companies, at whose meetings theré 
should be papers by eompetent persons’ and general dis- 
cussion of subjects pettaihing to the welfare of the 
militia, ete. Visits might occasiondlly be paid atid fte- 
turned betweeh associatiotis ih nearby cities and the en- 
tire guard bfought closer togethet for thé accomplish- 
ment of the general purpose. E 

In Co. K, 2d Infantry, only one Krag rifle Was in thé 
armory, and propefty issued to men was if cupboards 
only occasionally protected by locks. Maitiy of the ovef- 
coats were tied in roll, the Same as wheii returned from 
camp, 1904, and thrown into lockers, no effort having beef 
made for proper café. a 

Co. I, ist Infantry, has been laboring under bad adminis= 
tration. State property loaned for campaign purposes 
and apparently a shortage will éxist when aecounting is 
made by Capt. Harry S. Wilson, whose resignation, I 
understand, has been forwarded. Property book fiot in 
armory. Lieutenants appear to be capable officers and 
enlisted men apparently require only competent leadeér- 
ship. 

The antiquated equipment of the 1st Field Battery is 
excellently cared for. This organization maintains a 
good staiidatd of general efficiency, It is impossible to 
have a perfect and complete whole with non-commis- 
sioned officers who are absolutely devoid of sense of 
duty and the requirements of these positions, and the 
sooner company commanders appreciate that they must 
recommend only competent men for these positions, and 
then require of them duties which are prescribed, the 
better. 

Throughout the brigade the records show many short 
term service men, the majority serving not longer than 
one enlistment. This leads to the question of recognition 
to the enlisted man for long service. 

It is regretted that no provision was made in the 
changes in the militia law for a uniform allowance to 
officers. This is indeed a subject worthy of careful con- 
sideration. It is no trifling expense an officer is called 
on to assume, in accepting a commission, in order ta 
provide himself with the necessities of the service. And 
it does not end there, for the expenses for uniform, equip- 
ment, text-books, etc., continue just so long as he remains 
in the militia. Because of the many changes in uniforms 
in recent years, these expenses have largely increased, 
and I believe in not a few instances have men in this 
State felt obliged to decline or resign commissions on this 
account, and the National Guard has been deprived of 
the services of competent officers,

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The increased fire-power conferred upon the English 
Royal Artillery by the introduction of the new quick- 
firing equipment, is bringing to the front the important 
question of artillery organization. It is contended that 
greater responsibilities would be imposed upon the cap- 
tains if the four-gun system were adopted. Major Knapp, 
R.G.A., in the Proceedings of the Royal Artillery Insti- 
tution, suggests that there should be eight gun batteries, 
each subdivided into two half batteries, or sub-batteries, 
as fire units, of four guns each. 

French army officers are concerned because the strength 
of the Freneh frontier troops is being constantly de- 
creased, while the Germans are increasing their troops, 
in Alsace-Lorraine. 

In order to secure the loan required to re-arm the 
Ottoman artillery the Turkish government has been com- 
pelled to agree to spend part of the proceeds in buying 
war material from French firms. 

After giving their approval to Lord Kitchener’s great 
scheme for the reorganization of the Indian army, the 
British War Office has called a halt and require further 
explanations from Lord Kitchener before giving him a 
free hand to carry out his plans. This is ascribed by 
the friends of Lord Kitchener to the personal hostility 
of secret military advisers having the ear of the War 
Office. There is an impression, too, that the Viceroy of 
India stands in fear of a military autocracy. 

An attempt is to be made in England to reduce the 
shortage in cavalry officers by an increase in pay and to 
reduce the unnecessary changes which have been such a 
grievous burden on cavalry officers. The Army and Navy 
Gazette says: “The examinations are difficult, the pay 
is inadequate, the work is hard, and yet the officer, gen- 
erally speaking, feels that he is merely the sport of the 
authorities.” 

Another unpleasant reminder to England of the war 
in South Africa appears in outlines of the report of a 
parliamentary investigation into the expenditure of pub- 
lic funds in connection with that struggle. The full 
report was submitted to the House of Commons June 
14 and has caused a painful sensation. It is stated 
that because of the findings of the investigating com- 
mittee certain officers of the army have already been 
relieved of their duties pending further inquiries 
as to their integrity, and that various other officers 
are under suspicion. Another statement is that an 
inquiry concerning refunds to contractors at the close 
of the war shows clearly the need of a searching in- 
vestigation into the expenditure of vast sums of public 
money and of establishing the responsibility of the per- 
sons involved. Such an investigation, it is hinted, may 
necessitate the bringing to trial of various officers, and 
it is thought that the committee in charge of the work 
may be sent to South Africa to investigate on the spot 
certain transactions in which grave abuses have been dis- 
eovered. The Army Council is considering the question 
of sending an army officer, preferably a major general, 
to South Africa io take charge of the administration of 
affairs, and that plan, says the Army and Navy Gazette, 
would be a good one, provided a proper selection is made. 
“But,” our contemporary continues, ‘‘while abuses are 
scourged with a stern hand, and while it is only right 
and proper that irregularities should be put down, it is 
not less incumbent to see that justice is meted out to 
those responsible from the top to the bottom. The army 
---and indeed the public generally—will want to know 
with what purpose financial advisers and examiners 
were specially sent out to South Africa at the termina- 
tion of the war. It will be asked why these officials, in 
the first place, did not prevent the contractors from 
making vast profits by buying government supplies with 
the one hand, and selling them back with the other at 
greatly enhanced prices? And, then, how came it that 
these specially-trained War Oflice financiers sent out to 
the scene of operations to investigate matters, did not 
discover the abuses which have been referred to Sir 
William Butler’s Committees?” 

It is a curious circumstance that, while the cooking 
in the United States Army is steadily improving, thanks 
to the energy and sound judgment of the officers who are 
laboring to that end, the cooking in the British army is 
a matter for inereasing complaint and criticism. A 
writer in the United Service Gazette declares that the 
manifest failure of every effort to improve the soldiers’ 
dietary is due chiefly to the apathy and inertness of the 
Army School of Cookery and to its wasteful methods 
and fossilized teachings, while a retired colonel asserts 
in the same journal that the teaching at the Instruc- 
tional Kitchen consists principally of showing a man 
“how to steam potatoes, cook a stew or scrub out a 
cook-house floor.” The ration of the British army ap- 
pears to be all right, but the men are not taught how to 
prepare it, and herein they are at a great disadvantage 
as compared with the enlisted men of the United States 
Army, who receive practical instruetion in the art of 
making the most of the ration. The School for Cooks 
and the School for Bakers established at Fort Riley 
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; Most. of the music and material used in the big minstrel show 
given this winter on board the U.S. S. “Missouri,” and the enter- 
tainment given at Fort Haines, Alaska, and, more recently, the 
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have already proved their usefulness, and are developing 
into educational institutions of great practical value. 
The instruction provided for the student classes is im- 
parted by men of practical training and its effect will be 
to supply the Army with cooks and bakers capable of 
providing an ample supply of nourishing and palatable 
food sufficiently varied to satisfy any well-ordered ap- 
petite. The importance of variety in the soldiers’ diet 
is well understood in our Army, and no effort is spared 
to obtain it, but in the British army there is an unbroken 
monotony, the “roast beef” of one day being served the 
next day as “stew,” and so on month in and month out. 
This is strange in view of the fact that a prominent 
medical officer of the British army, Major Eaton, has 
earnestly advocated variety and improved cooking as a 
means of promoting sobriety among the troops. ‘‘Noth- 
ing,” he says, “is of greater importance, as affecting tie 
health and welfare of the soldier, than a good knowl- 
edge of the art of cookery. Badly cooked food gives 
rise to indigestion, and excites a craving for strong 
drink; besides, much valuable nutriment is wasted 
through unskilful cooking. Food that is well cooked 
and savory will be appetizing and digestible; whereas 
the same badly cooked and insipid will only excite dis- 
gust. Moreover, the skilful cook not only makes food 
tender and palatable, but provides that variety in meals 


— is so essential to the perfect nutrition of the 
ody." 

The British Admiralty has issued a letter which deais 
with a gunnery matter, a fatal accident having occurred 
when using end-on slings for striking down projectiles 
in consequence of the leather band breaking, and the pro- 
jectile falling down a hatchway. The precautions recom- 
mended to prevent a recurrence of the accident are that 
the projectile be triced up to the end-on position clear 
of any hatchway or opening, that it be hanging by the 
center sling, strop, or bolt before taking the weight with 
the end-on sling, and that the slings be kept in as dry 
a position as possible, carefully examined both before and 
after use, and that they be landed for examination after 
having been three years in the ship. 

Experiments with torpedoes in England are regarded 
as having been very successful. On the night of June 
25 the whole of the Devonport flotilla made a sham at- 
tempt to force an entrance to the harbor. The Daring 
was sent as a decoy boat to attract the searchlights, and 
the main body endeavored to creep along under the 
shadow of the shore and the eastern and western break- 
waters They were, however, observed, and after stand- 
ing a sharp fusillade for half an hour, beat a retreat. 
In an attack on the Channel Fleet, lying within the de- 
fenses of the Firth of Forth on Wednesday night, a fio- 
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tilla was successful in getting within range before being 
observed, and claims to have torpedoed the Triumph and 
the Montagu. The maneuver appears to have been exe- 
cuted under cover of a mist which is variously described 
as “slight” and “thick.”

TEMPERANCE.—As to the delivery of beer and other 
liquors purchased by officers of the post outside the mili- 
tary reservation, General Chaffee has decided as follows: 
“Deliveries of beer to commissioned officers for their own 
use and for the use of their families may continue, but 
deliveries to enlisted men shall be made only with the 
express consent of the commanding officer, who will be 
held responsible that the requirements of the Act of Feb.
